They have not done like thoſe 
Painters, who preſent in one and the ſame cloth. a Prince in the Cradle, upon the 
Throne, and in the Tombe, perplexing, by this ſo little judicious a confuſjon, him 
that conſiders their work,z. but with an incomparable addreſs they begin their Hi- 
ſtory in the midle, ſo to give ſome ſuſpence to the Reader, even from the firſt open- 
ing of the Book; and to confine themſelves within reaſonable bounds they have_ 
made the Hiſtory (as Tlikewiſe have done after them) not to laſt above a year, ihe 
reſt being delivered 7 Narration. Thus all things being ingeniouſly placed, wm 
a juſt greatneſs, no doubt, but pleaſure will redound from thence to him that behotts 
them, and glory to him that hath done them. But amongſt all the rules which are to 
be obſerved in the compoſition of theſe works, that of true reſemblance is without 
queſtion the moſt neceſſary 3 it is, as it were, the fundamental ſtone of this build- 
ing, and but upon which it cannot ſubſiſt ; without it nothing can move, without 
it nothing can pleaſe: and if this charming deceiver doth not beguile the mind in 
Romanzes, this kinde of reading diſeuſts, inſtead of entertaining it : I have la- 
boured then never to eloigne my ſelf from it, and to that purpoſe I have obſerved 
the Manners, Cult omis, Religions, and Tnclinations of People : And to give a more 
true reſemblance to things, T have made the foundations of my work HiStorial, 
my principal Perſonages ſuch as are marked out in the true Hiftory for wluitrions 
perſons, and the wars effeFive. This is the way doubtleſs, whereby one may arrive 
at his end; for when as falſhood and truth are confounded by a dexterons hand, 
wit hath much adoe to diſintangle them, and is not eaſily carried to deitroy that 
which plcaſeth it 5 contrarily, whenas invention doth not make uſe of this artifice, 
and that falſhood is produced openly, this groſs untruth makes no impreſſion in the 
ſoul, nor gives any delight : As indeed how ſhould I be touched with the misfor- 
tunes of the Queen of Gundaya, and of the King 'of Aſltrobacia, whenas 7 know 
their very Kingdoms are not in the univerſal Mapp, or, to ſay better," in the being 
of things ? But this is not the only defeF which may carry us from the true re- 
ſemblance, for we have at other times ſcen Romanzes, which ſet before us mons + 
fters, in thinking to let us ſee Miracles ; their Authors by adhering too much to 
wonders have made Groteſques, which have not a little of the viſions of a burning 
Feaver.3, and one might demand of theſe Meſſieurs with more reaſon, than the 
Duke of Ferrara did of Artolto, after he had read his Orlando, Meſler Lodo- 
vico done diavolo havete pigliato tante coyonerie ? As for me, I hold, that 
the more natural adventures are, the more ſatisfation they givez and the ordj« 
nary courſe of the Sun ſeems more marvellous to me, than the ſtrange and deadly 
rayes of Comets, for which reaſon it is alſo that T have not cauſed jo many Ship- 
wrecks, as there are in ſome ancient Romanzes ; and to ſpeak, ſeriouſly, Du Bar- 
tas might. ſay of theſe Authors, , . _ be va

It is without all doubt, that to repreſent a true- heroical courage, one ſhould make 
it execute ſome thing extraordina?y, as it were by 2 tranſport of the Heros ; but 
he muſt not contine in that ſort,” for ſo thoſe incredible ations would degenerate 
into ridiculous Fables, and never. move*the mind. This fault is the cauſe alſo of 
committing another 5 for - they which doe nothing but heap adventure upon ad- 
venture, without ornament, and without ftirring up paſſeons by the artifices of 
Rhetorick,, or -irkſome, in thinking to be the more entertaining. This dry Nar- 
ration, and without art, hath more of an old Chronicle, than of a Romanze, 
which may very well be imbelliſhed with thoſe ornaments,” ſince Hiſtory, as ſevere 
and ſerupulows as it is, doth not forbear employing them. Certain Authors, after 
they have deſcribed an adventure, a daring deſign, or ſome ſurpriſing event, able 
to poſſeſs one with the braveſt apprehenſions in the world, are contented to aſſure 
Ks, get =o; a Heros thought of very gallant things, without telling us what they 
are; and this is that alone which T deſire to know : For how can I tell, whether

« brutiſh valour 9 and whether he hath born the misfortunes that darried unto 
him, as a worthy man ſhould doe 2 it is not by things without him, it is not by 
the caprichioes of deſtiny, that IT will judge of him ; it is by the motions of his 
foul, and by that which he ſpeaketh. | T honour all them that write at this days 
T know their perſons, their works, their merits; but as canonizing is for none but 
the dead, they will not take it ill if T do not Deifie them, ſince they are living. 
And in this occaſion T propoſe no other example, than the great and incomparable 
Urte ; certainly it mui} be acknowledged that he hath merited his reputation 3 
that the love which all the earth bears hims is juit 5 and that ſo many different 
Nations, which have tranſlated" his Book into their tongues, had reaſon to do it :

T have had, a care likewiſe to deal int ſuch ſort, as the faults, which great ones 
have committed in my HiStory, ſhoul4 be cauſed either by Love or by Ambition, 
which are the Nobleſt of paſſions, and that they be imputed to the evil connſell 
of Flattepers; that ſo the reſpeF, which is alwayes due wnto Kings, may be pre- 
ſerved. Ton ſhall ſee there, Reader, if T be not deceived, the comelineſs of things 


and conditions exa@ly enough obſerveg ; neither have I put any thing.into my Book, 


which the Ladies may not read without bluſhing. And if you ſee not my Hero per- 

ſecuted with Love by Women, it is not becauſe be was not amiable, .and that he 
could not be loved, but becauſe it would claſh with Civility in the perſons of La- 
dies, and with true reſemblance in that of men, who rarely ſhew themſelves cruel 
unto them, nor in doing it could have any good grace: Finally, whether things 
ought to be ſo, or whether I have judged of my Hero by mine own weakneſs, 1 
would not expoſe his fidelity to that dangerons triall, but have been. contented to 
make no Hilas, zor yet an Hipolitus of him.

and not with Ton, jt is not for want of Reſpe@, but contrarily it is to have the

Tt is certain, that impoſition of 
rames is 4 thing which every one ought to think of, and whereof nevertheleſs all the 
World bath not thought :' We have oftentimes ſeen Greek Names given to barba- 
roxs Nations, with as little reaſon as if 1 ſhould name an Engliſh man Mahomet, 
and that T ſhould call a Turk Anthony 3 for my part I have believed that more 
care is tobe had of ones labour, and that upon this ſubje® Men and Books are 
to be conſulted with; and if any one remarks the rianie of Satrape in this Ro- 
manze , let him not imagine that my ignorance hath confounded the ancient 
and new Perſia, and that I have done it without Authority, T have an example 
thereof in Vigenere, who makes ſe of it in his IlluStrations upon Galchondila 3 
and I have learned it of a Perſian, which is at Paris, who ſaith, that by corrupti- 
on of ſpeech they call yet to this day the Governonrs of Provinces, Soltag Si- 
eripin. 

New left ſome other ſhould further accuſe me for having improperly named Ibra- 
him's Hoſe a Palace, ſince all thoſe of quality are called Seraglioes at Conſtan- 
tinople, 7 deſire you to remember, that I have done it, by the counſel of two or 
three excellent perſons, who have found as well as my ſelf , that this name of 
Seraglio world leave an Idea which was not ſeemly, and that it was fit not ts 
make uſe of it, but in ſpeaking of the Grand Signior , and that as ſeldom as 
might be. But whileit we are ſpeaking of a Palace, T am to advertiſe you, 
that ſuch as are not curious to ſee. a goodly building , may paſs by the gate of 


that of my Heroe without entring into it, that is to ſay, not to read the de- 
ſcription of it 3 it is not becauſe I have handled this matter like-to Athenago- 


ras, who playes the Maſon in the Temple of Jupiter Hammon; nor like Po- 
liphile iz his dreams, who hath ſet down moſt itrange terms, and all the di- 
menſions of ArchiteFure, whereas I have employed but the Ornaments there-

But to conclude, at inclinations ought to be free, ſuch as love not thoſe beauti- 
Full things, for which I have ſo much paſſion (as I have ſaid ) paſs on without 
looking on them, and leave them to others more curious of thoſe rarities, which 
T have aſſembled together with art and care enough. Now Reader, ingenuity being 
a matter neceſſary for a man of Honour, and the theft of glory being the baſe#t that 
may be committed, I muit confeſs here for fear of being accuſed of it, that the Hi- 
Story of the Count of Lavagna, which you ſhall ſee in my Book, is partly a Paras, 
Phraſe of Maſcardies ; this Adventure falling ont in the time whileſt Twas writing, 
T judged it too excellent not to. ſet it down, and too well indited for to undertake 
to do it better 5, ſo that regard not this place but as a Tranſlation of that famons 
Italian, and except the matters, which concern my Hiitory, attribute all to that 
great man, whoſe Interpreter only T am. And if you finde ſomething not very 
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of all natures ;, that this diverſity makes up the beaxties of it, and the delight of 
the Reader 3. and at the worſt regard it as the ſport of a Melancholick,, and 
ſuffer it without blaming it. But before 1 make an-end, Imnſt paſs from matters

Troop was dothed in that kind of roabe by, them -called Dolimaen, with ſcymitars by theit 
ſides, and muskets on their ſhoulders. They were followed by fifry Drums, and fifty Fyfes, 
attyred in ſhort coats of white taffeta, wrought with lively flowers ſet out with gold. After them 
an Lundred black Slaves, with chaines of falyer, and braſlets of the fame about their armes and 
leggs, carried Techmas the Perſiaes Throne of maſly gold, which had beeufdund in Taxris ; 
andall the rich'veſſel of Agate, andEnepoths wherewith that Monarch was ſerved. Next to 
them were twelve Elephants, and twelve Camels led, laden with filver, gold, jewels, and pre- 
cious ſtones, which had been taken out of the _—_ Treaſure. A great Chariot, drawn by - 
twelve Barbes, followed, where hung an hundred diſplayed colours, which the Tarks had gain- 
cd from the Perſians; in the midſt whereof waya ſtately Frophy, compoſed | of Curiaces and 
Murrians of filver engraved; Targets of gold and Turqueyfſes ; Scymitars and Poignards, whoſe 
hilts and ſcabbords were of Agates and Cornalines; Bowes of Eboney inlaide with golde ; 
hovers of gold ſet with pearl; Pikes, Darts, and-Arrowes-of Cedar wood, and Indian Cane; 
all intermingled withia diſorder ſo/agreeable, andiſo fullofart, and a confuſion ſo rich and beau- 
tiful, as nothing could come near to the magnificence of this Trophry. Thirty Satrapes, ſump- 
tuouſly apparelled after the Perſian manner, br ar” ng] Cuſelbas, or red Turbants, weat after 
that Chariot, tyed two aid two with golden chaides, theis hands behind their backs. Theſe 
illuſtrious wretches werefollowed by five hundred Voluriers, which the Turks call Dellis, | 
mounted op horſes barbed and caparifoned wittr Lyons *Wins, having the tail of that generous 
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_ beaſton the frontſtalls of them, inſtead of a feather ; their habits were of the skin of a Bear; 


their bonnets of that of a Leopard exquiſitely ſpotted ; in thoſe bonnets the trayne of an Eagle, 
and ontheir Targets the wingof the ſamebird ; they had ſcymitars by their ſide, battte-axes at 
their ſaddle bowes, and Launces.in their hands, at the end whereof was an Engles feather in- 
ſtead of a pennon. This fantaſtick troop was ſwallowed by a. mixture of Trumpets, Attabales, 
Hoboyes, European Drums, Cimbals, and xt rs which compoſed a muſick little leſs extrava- 
gant, than the equipage of thoſe that preceded them, . An hundred Pages rodeafter theſe ſame, 
ver. Behind theſe Pages 
twenty Azapes led in their hands ten Horſes _— harneſſed, whereof the laſt, which was - 
called the Horſe of the Body, or the Horſe of Battaile, had the bitt of the bridle, and the itir- 
rups of maſſive gold, all beſet with pretious ſtones; the Saddle white all over with pearls, and 
ſparkling with diamonds; the Sultans Target hung at the Saddle bow by rings of gold, at 
the ends whereof great taſſels of Oriental pearls trailed to the gtound, Next to theſe horſes 
marched even together the Twbenter Agd, and the Chiodar Aga, whocarried the Turbant and 
Mantle Imperial. Behind theni /br«b3m Baſſa, the Grand Viſior, rode alone, mounted on a 
black Barbe, whoſe furniture was of velvet, of the ſame colour, as well as the habitof that il- 
luſtrious Baſa, all imbroidered withgreat pearls, he carried in his hand, and without a ſcab- 
bard, the Scymitar Imperial. The hundred Peikes, or footmen of the Grand Signior, follow- 
ednext, but in order, the boanets of maſſive filver on theirheads, in the midſt whereof white 
feathers of anextraordinary greatneſs ſtuck in a quill covered with precious ſtones. Fifty Ar- 
chers on foot went after them, with bowes and arrows in their hands, in the midit of whom 
was Sultan Solinan, arrayed in a roabe of cloth of gold, imbroidered with pearls and dia- - 
mondsz his Turbant was adorned with five plumes of Hearons,and as many. great jewels of 
tom ones; and the furnitureof his Horſe was all covered over with Emeraulds and Rubies. 
e was followed by all the Baſlaes and ierbies of the. Empire. After whom a Bolouch 
Baſſa marched in the head of two thouſand Janizaries, which were the laſt Troops of this flate- 
ly Entrie. After that this marvelous Triumph had made a turn about the Hipodrome, all ragk- 
ed themſelyeson the right and left hand, and the Sultan went /and lighted gt'a Tent of cloth of 
Gold, which had been pitched for him under the windows of the Sultana n. All the Gran- 
dees of the Port ſtood on'both fides ; [br«bimalone was ſet at his Highneſs feet, on a Cuſhion of 
cloath of Silver. .

Soliman then retired to the Seraglio, with the Sultana Queen, attended upon by all the Troops, 
which afterwards conducted the Grand Viſier to his, he that by his valour and prudence had 
been the only cauſe of So/iman'sTriuwph, | 
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| Bafſ; being unable to variquiſh the ſecret melancholy which he cartied in hi? 


breaſt, could not amidlt all his Victories, andall the honours he had received, keep if 
from being as viſible in his eyes, as it was ſenſible to his heart. The Conqueſts which he 
had made of the Perſians, the Battails which he had won againſt the Rebels of 4ſia, had 
indeed filled the whole extent of the Empire of the 14ſſulmaens with gladneſs : but this general 
rejoycing made not his, particular ; neither wereutility and glory conſiderations ſtrong enough 
to give unto his mind only that firſt motion which precedeth joy. He was not ignorant, that 
fortune had not abaſed him, but to raiſe him infinitely ; howbeit 'he knew likewiſe, that ſhe 
had given him that which he deſired not atall, and that ſhe had taken from him the only thing 
which made upall his defices, and all his ambition; he perfectly knew, that the more happy he 
wasfor another, the more infortunate he was for himſelf; and a news which he had heard, the 
day before from Arſalons ſlave, had ſtirred up fo great a. trouble in his mind, and agitated it; 
with ſo much violence, as forgetting all things to abandon himſelf to grief, he remembred not 
that he was obliged to be preſentat the riſing of great Soliman, of whom he was beloved with 
ſo much tenderneſs, as he alone had permiſhon toenter into the Seraglio-as often as he pleaſed, 
a favour ſocxtraordinary, that it had never bcen granted to any perſon. He had alſo made 
choice of our Illuſtrious Bafſa to be not only his Grand Viſier, but to repoſe himſelf upon him 
for all the affairs of the Empire, It was he that commanded the Armies; it was he tharmade _ 
the Sangiacs, and gave them the Government of Provinces; it was he that prefided in the 4s. 
Counſel of State, and that alone formed the reſolution thereof in the Soltan's Cabinet : 1bra- 5Þ 
him was ſo powerful, that he wanted nothing but the ſole name of Emperor, to be the chief 
ofall the Orient. In the meantime theſe favoursof fortunecould not keep him from holding 
himſelfthe wretchedeſt of all men ; it was in this irkſome thought that the Aga of the Janiza- 
ries foung him, when as he came to tell him, that the Grand Signior complained of hisſloth, 
and that itwashis pleaſure he ſhould come away unto him. Jbrabim, ſurpriſed -with this com- 
mandment, which made him fee the fault he had committed, did what he could to conceal his 
grief from the Aga; howbeithe perceived that there was ſome unquietneſs'in his mind ; 1bra- 
himtold him pa Tees that he would go ſtraight wand jultifie himſelf to his Highneſs, 
and that if he durſt he would rejoyce for having committethis offence, ſince thereby he re- 
ceived ſonotable a favour, After this complement he went to the Seraglio, where at firſt when 
: the Sultan ſaw him, he obſerved ſome extraordinary matter in his face; and whereas the Baſſa 
had paſt the night withoutſleeping, - his countenatice ſeemed to him to be changed, he appear- - - 
. ed hy very melancholick, and his humour being more unquiet than uſual, he preſſed him -vY 
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© lefffgim underſtand the cauſe thereof; but petceiving that /brahim anſwered not preciſely, 


Se demanded of him'whether he had any ill news to tellhim ? Whether the Provinces which 
"Ve. had conquered wererevolted? Whether the forces which he had left inthe Frontiers of Per- 
were defeated? Or whether he had diſcovered any conſpiracy againſt the State, or againſt 
Perſon ? Toall theſe things the grand Viſier anſwered from point to point; that thanks be to 
eaven, he had nothing to tell him that could be difpleaſingunto him; that the Provinces which 
his Armies had conquered were peaceable ; that hisCamp had nothing to fear, it being unlikely 
thatthe reliquesof 2 Battels,which the Enemies had loſt, ſhould be of fo ſufficient power, as to 
dareto preſent themſelves beforezn Army victorious, as his was ; that for the Conſpiracies 
whereof he ſpake, he beſought his Highneſs to believe _ his Empire was ſo well ſetled, as 
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I2 . IBRAHIM, or Part, I. 
there was no force able to ſhake ſo great a Body; that for that which regarded his perſon, 
his Government was ſojuſt, as all ſtrange people beheld it with envy, and all his Subjects 
withjoy. The Baſſa had no ſooner made an end of ſpeaking, but the Sultan ſaid unto him 
very obligingly, Why then, /brahbim, ſince thy melancholy proceeds not from any thing that 
regards me, it muſtneeds be ſomething that concerns thee in particular, and as-I am no leſs 
ſenſible on that fide, than on the other, I will know abſolutely of thee, what it 1s that troubles 
thy minde ; for thi thou haſt Jabaured to put on a jo fol countenance in anſwering me, 
yet haſt thou not for all that deſtroyed the opinion which I have conceived. . 4brahim, ſecing 
himſelf ſo neerly preſt, could not forbear bluſhing, and thinking. on what he was to ſay, he cait 
down hiseyes, and ſeemed to be ſtrucken dumb, which the Sultan having obſerved, im- 
braced him, and ſaid, No, Jbrahim, do not ſeek todiſguiſethe truth unto me, I will know it 
of what importance ſoever it may be : Look not on me in this confidence, as on thy Soveraign 
but as on Soliman, that is to ſay, ason a man that will partake with thee in all the good, and 
in all theevil that can arrive unto thee ; thy courage hath made thee ſhed blood enough in my 
ſervice tooblige me to pay it with ſome tears, i£,itbe ſo that I cannot bring other remedy to 
thy grief, The Grand Viſier caſting himſelfat the Sultans feet, rendred him thanks for all the 
bounty he had ihewed him ; and whereas he had leifure during Sol:marns diſcourſe, to invent a 
pretext for his diſpleaſure, he beſought him to” pardon him, if in obeying his Highneſs he 
ſhould ſay ſomething that would claſh in ſome ſort with the reſpeft which he owed him, Af- 
ter that the Sultan had made him toriſe, and had ſworn to him, that he would not be offeaded 
with any diſcourſe he ſhould uſe to him, Ibrahim began to ſpeak in this manner; I know well, 
my Lord, that my melancholy is criminal; that the cauſe of it is unjuſt ; and that thy High- 
neſs cannot know it without condemning me; but ſince thy Majefty hath commanded me to 
diſcover it, Imult confeſs that I never turn mine eyes to behold the baſeneſs from whence thy 
Almighty hand hath drawn me, but Itremble with amazement; the place where thou halt ſet 
me, 1s ſo high, as it isnot altogether without reaſon thatI fear to be precipitated from it ; and 
I find my ſelf in the view of ſo many people, as I hold it almoſt impoſſible, but that the malice 
orenvy.of ſome ſhould make meioſe that which thou alone haft given me ; nevertheleſs Iam 
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not ignorant that the ſame hand, which hath lifted me up, can ſuitain me; but, my Lord, if | | 


the refpect which I ow to thy Highneſs, would permit me to repreſent unto. thee the moſt 
remarkable changes which have hapned in this Empire, thou wouldft acknowledge, that 
ving received far more than I-have merited, I have reaſon to apprehend that that may be 
oneday taken from me by juſtice, which thou haſt given me by bouuty. The pittiful adven- 
ture of. Acbmat under Bajazer the ſecond, hath furniſhed matter for all thoſe that have ſuc- 
ceeded in his dignitie, never to think themſelves ſecure : He had confirmed the*Throne of 
Bajazer ; he had been the only man that mounted himintoit; in the meantime for a recome 
pence of all his ſervices he was ſtrangled by two Slaves. But, my Lord, not to goſo far to 
ſeek for examples, thzt of Chaſſan Baſla, Vifſier under the reign of an Emperor, who could 
not be but grcat, ſeeivg he hath given birth to thy Majelty, is not he able to ſtrike fear into 
the firmeſt and moſt innocent ſoul ? ſince for giving ap counſel, which had not been ſucceſs- 
ful if it had been followed, he loſt that life which he 
of this Empire : I ſhould not have been ſo bold, as to have ſpoken- of this adventure in this 
occurrence, had1 not remembred, that I have heard thy Highneſs bemoan the misfortune 
of thatgreat man: Now therefore demand no longer of me the cauſe of my grief, ſeeing thy 
Majeſty knows it as well as my ſelf ; but if it be true that I am beloved of thee, as I cannot 


 doubtofit without a Crime, pardon only my weakneſs, and believe not that the diſcourſe 


which I haye madeis aneffeQt of af ambition. Iknow too well, my Lord, that I cannot 
£0 higher, andfor that rcaſon iff, that I fear theſinconſtancy of fortune, who being unable to 
raiſe me more, ſhall be conſtrained to deſtroy me for to follow her natural inclination ; it is an 


order which ſhe hath kept inall ages,and 1 darenot hope that ſhe will break it in favour of me. , | 


But, my Lord, werel aſſured thatſhe would be contented with bereaving me of all the ho- 


d ſo many times hazarded for the ſafety .*: 


nours, whichI have received from thy Greatneſs, - and that ſhe would leave me heavy laden © 


with chains, asI was when it pleaſed thy Alighneſs to freemeof them, provided (I ſayy that ©

I thought, {brahim, ſaid he, thatIhad opened my heart ſowell unto thee, and fo thoro 
ſhewed thee-my Love, as there reſted nothing mare for thee, either tofear , or to deſire ; 
ſinceI am deceived in my conjectures, I will pardon thy weakneſs, and if it be poſſible, 1 
will curethee of it. Icould, if I would, find ſome excuſe for the violences which my pre- 
deceflors have uſed during their reignes, and. tell thee, that in an Empire which was not as 
then well ſetled, it was in ſome ſort convenient to lean rather towards rigor, than” towards

clemency ; but I will not undertake to make their apologie ſerve my turn againſt thee ; that 
which was juſt in their times, would not be reaſonable in theſe; - wherefore I will employ 
otherremedies , which, if I be not deceived, will make thee know, that Solizzar can tell 
how to chain up fortune when he pleaſeth,and that he is reſolved; to meaſure thine with his 
life.

Duke once again; but that proceeding being not equally agreeable unto. all, becauſe ſome | 
held the party of France, and others that of Afilan, it hapned that this diſorder returned them Þ 
abſolutely under the Dominion of the French, which commanded them,until the time that 4- 5 
drea Doria, who is one of the moit itluſtrious.races of Genoxa, putour City into the eſtate | 
whichnow it is, namely under the Government of the Nobility. .

Fuſftiniano Paledlogne, of whom I deſcended, was'ofthat number for ſeeing he had ſaved out 
of that ſhipwrack wealth enough for a particular, but not enough for a Prince of ſo illuſtrious 
a blood as his, he retired to Genoxa, retaining but the name of Fuſtiniano, which fince hath been

ter of Rhodolpho 5 What, ſaid I, to my ſelf, ſhall I love mineenemy ? Shall I chuſe for the ob- 
zect of my affeion, her, who ought to be the obzectof my hatred? Shall I be ſo unworthy ag 
to give all my ſervices and my cares toa perſon, whoſe father imploys all his for the ruine of 
my houſe? No, no, I am more ſenſible of mine honour, than of my paſſion ; and how charmin

| Ball; I was nolonger there than to make the complements, which are uſual in ſuch like occaſi- 
ons, when as I ſaw 1/abella enter with ſuch a dazeling Majeity, as impoſed filence to all the 
company, and it ſeemed that ſhe had inſpiredevery one with modeſty and reſpect. After 
that this dumb admiration had continued a while, there was a confuſed noiſe heard of acclama- 
tions and praiſes, which were given to her beauty ; andthe truth is, thatenvy it ſelf could 
not find any thing in her to beamended. She hatha ſtature ſo advantagious, and a port fo ma- 
Jeſtical, as never was there woman ſcen of a better preſence, Her hair is ofcolour brown, 
but ſo beautiful, as all thoſe threads of burniſhed old, wherewith our Poets uſe to deſcribe - | 
ſuch, cannotrepreſent them they fell that day careleſly upon her cheeks, and'thence deſcen- 
ded in thick curls down her neck and boſome, but with a negligence ſo. repleniſhed with ad- 
dreſs, thatitdefaced the handſameſt curioſity of all the women of the Aembly. She hath 
a complexion ſo white and vive, as there is-no whiteneſle that ſeems not fallow unto it ; but. 
the ſame is mingled with ſodainty a Carnation, which is ſhed abroad in her cheeks, that the 
mixture of Lillies and Roſes, of Cynoper and Snow, could make but'a ſlight dev of her beau- 
| ty. . Hereyes are black, but ſofull of ſpirit and ſweetnefſe, as it is impoſſible to behold her, 
and not be taken with them; yet arc her looks ſo modeſt, and ſo far from all artifice, as it is - 
yery cafie toknow that they areinnocent of all the evils which they make one endure. - She ' 
hath a mouth neither too great nor too little, but oY 1: and of ſo Vermillion a hew, 
as there is no Corral that comes near it. ,Her teeth are ſoevenly ſect, and ſo-white, as never 
were ſmiles ſo full of charms as hers; and her baſome ſo delicate and fo comely, as imaging- 
tion cannot repreſent it to it ſelf ſuchas it is: There is alſo a gracefulneſs mingled a .

very long. $0 T began to faſten my Ladder, and Doris, more yanquiſhed by my intreaties, 
than by my reaſons, ſet himſelfalſo to help me, and whereas 1 fearcd nothing in this enterpriſe 
but //abella's diſpleaſure, I never thouSht of mine own ſafety, howþeit Doria made me take 
a brace of Piſtols, and my ſword with me,” whereupon I deſcended into, the Garden, and 
calling to mind that the cloſe alley was correſponding to//abe /a's lodging,] went along through 
it, for fear of being perceived, either from the Gallery, or the mothers chamber ; when I was

to remember the diſcretion I had always uſed ſince the day thehid permitted me to ſerve her; 
that this was the onely diforder whereunto my; paſſion had carriedne ; and that if ſhe would 
take the painsto conſider it, ſhe would not judge this fau)t itremiſſible, Do you believe then, 
ſaidſhe, in approaching tothe window, that to put my glory and your life in hazard isa crume 
of ſmall importance ?

but ſoſatisfied with the wit of 1ſabells, that 1 began to-love her more for her vertue, than 
for her beauty. 1 found myfriend in an extream impatience for my -return, and ready to 
come and ſcek me out for toknow whether any mi NN une had befallen me; but torecom- 
pence him for this pain, I recounted untohim all that 1/@bellabadthe moſt obligingly ſaid unto 
me ; the vowSthe had made to love meeverlaſtingly, -and abſolutely to renounce the world 
rather than be any others than mine ; andthat whereas I would have perſwaded her toſuffer 
herſelf to.be carried away for the avoidingof our father's tyranny, who would be forced to a- 
gree together rather than loſe us, ſhe had withſtood it with ſomuch'prudence and/ſweetnefle, 
as was conftrained.to confeſs, how ſtrong ſoevermy paſſion-was,- 1 could not merit 1ſabelle.

procured unto himfelf the enmity of the family of the Spinolaes, by ſaying at his return, that 
the Governour,, who was of that houſe , had contributed 4n ſome ſort to the mutiny of the 
people, and that if. he would he might havehindred the ſedition that was raiſed there : - This 
report obliged the'Signiora to cite the Governour to come and give an account of his ation, 
which made 1ſabella to fear that this mans revenge would fall heavy upon her father. As for 
me, who had no other intereſt than that of the incomparable 7/abella, I was even mad for that- 
Idurſt not offer my ſword to Rhodolpho, who was at that very tiwe plotting my death ; for 
whether it were, that he was advertifed how wentevery night about his houſe, or that he # 
knew of my beingat Arena by ſome way unknown to me, one evening, as I was alone with | 
my ſword under 1ſabellaes Window, he came thundring upon me, with eight men armed, | 
inſuch fury, as T had hardly the leiſure to put my ſelf into defence ; now though it was very 
dark, yet chanced I toknow him, and thereupon reſolved, rather to be killed, than dip my 
hand in the blood of the father of Iſabella: I did nothing therefore but ward the blows which 
he laid at me; but two of his advancing towards me, I had not for them the ſame reſpect that 
I had forhim, fo that collecting all my forces together to oppoſe their violence,*I extended: 
them dead at my feet; thereſt, who ſaw this ſo ſudden an execution, made alittle ſtand,du- 
ring the which I got me to the end of a narrow ſtreet, that was not above two or three ſteps 
from me, for fear of being incloſed, where I fought a good while without receiving any more 
than two wounds, which I got becauſe I would n-t ſtrike Rhodolpho: but at length Iſhould 
have fallen in this unequal combat, had it not been for a ſuccour that arrived unto me. And 
conſider, my Lord, the ſtrangeneſs of my adventure; that which ſhould have been the cauſe 
of my undoing, was the cauſe of my making : for it hapned, that at ſuch time as I was pref- 
ſed moſt by mine enemies, the ſame offended Governour , of whom I have already ſpoken 
to thy Highneſs, tame, accompanyed with fifteen or ſixteen, and aſſaulted them behind. In 
this diſorderT never ſtood doubting which part I ſhould take, but fiding my ſelf with Rhodol- 
pho, I ſaid unto him, that I was come to loſe that life for him, which he would have taken!

were one of the valianteſt men of our age, yet by the good fortune of arms I ſurmounted him. 

As ſoon ag he fell, one of his followers cried out, that his Maſter was ſlain ; this voice put all 
that troop into ſuch diſorder, as they thought of nothing but flying, although they were in a' 
condition to havedeſtroyedus ; for whilſt I was engaged with their Chieftain, they had kil- 
led three of Rhodolphoes men, who in the heat of the fight had obſerved how Ihad guarded 
him with mine own body, and that by my hand his enemy loit his life. After Ihad purſued 8 
them that fled a good way off, for to keep them from making head again, I ſaw Rhodolpho 
come towards me with open arms, and as ſoon as he could imbrace me, he demanded of me, 
whether after T had been ſo generous as to ſave his life, I could be ſo likewife for to pardon.

I anſwered him that] thought 1 was, but i 
was ſlightly, and that whenT had put him intoa place of ſafety, I would go home and ſee how 
it was with me, No, no, my ſon, ſaid heimbracing me, it-would be unjuſt, ' that the father 
of Iſabella ſhould bethe cauſe of your hurts, and ſhe not 'be'your Chirurgeon. In ſaying this 


he made me enter inat his gate, where Ino ſooner was, but, theloſs of blood having —— 
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ly weakned m2, I ſwooned in his armes, whereat Rhodolpho cryed out ſo loud, as I under- 
ſtood afterwards, that his wife and daughter believed his enemies were ſtill purſuing him into 
his houſe; they ran in then affrighted in all haſte : but whereas they knew not the particu- 
latities of that which had paſt, they were mightily aſtofiiſhed toſce me in that place, andin 
that eſtate, Iſabella believed at firlt, that her ther, having gotten ſome notice of our love, 
had brought me thither to put me to death beforegher eyes, but ſhe was mightily ſurpriſed, 
enasihe heard him give order for the ſpeedy, fetching of Chirurgeons, and beheld meled 
tohis chamber, and he himſelf. helping-to ſuſtain me. 1/abella was ſo skared with that ſhe - 
ſaw, as, if her mother had not held her up, ſhe had fallen down by me. Herfather ſeeing her 
in that caſe, ſaid to her weeping, as I was told afterwards, you have reaſon, daughter, to 
love the moſt generousof men, and if I be ſo unfortunate as to be the cauſe of his loſs, Icon- 
ſent that you ſhall hate me as much, as I have hated him z but without further lamenting, 
let us endeavour to ſuccour him. The voice of Rhodolpho having brought 7/abella to her ſelf 
again, ſhe would have made ſome excuſe, butenjoyning her to ſilence he commandedher to 
follow him to his chamber, -whither I had been carried before. * As ſoon as wy had laid me 
on a'bed I began to open mine eyes; and conſider, my Lord, what my apprehenſion might be, 
when Ifaw my ſelf between Rhodolphe, Iſabella, and Fulia, who came to know, by one of 
thoſe that were in the Action, thatl had ſaved her huſbands life, it was ſo great, thar 1 thought 
I ſhould have ſwooned again, but the Chirurgeons, beingarrived, applyed remedies that 
kept me fromit. After they had ſearched m wounds, they afſured them that there wasno 

| otherdanger in mebutloſs of blood, fo that if I were ſuffered to reſt they hoped to cure me 
very ſpeedily. Asfoon as-I was dreſt, and that Rhodoipho had been acquainted with their 
report, he came to me witha ſmiling countenance, and ſaid,, that ſceing he was afſured of 
my life, he wasnot in deſpair of recompenſing meforthe ſervice I haddone him; that in the | 
mean tim he would go and advertiſe my father of all that had paſt, to the end that after they 
had embraced one another, they might conjoyntly think of what they had todo.

Aﬀtgr: all thi my Lord, 'it- wilt not be difficult for thy 
Highneſs toimagine the Gploeable etuewhnek 1 find my ſelf by thy bounty; and by the 
pr tion which thou haſt: made me concerning the Sultana Aferss.- 1-ſhould not be fo 
hardy as toſpeakto thee in theſe terms, if I did-not call tomind ,; that the charmes of the 
divine Zabflope have beeh of:ſufficient force to vanquiſh. the moſt victorious Monarch of 


the world; and.that for this reaſon I may hopeto ſee thee. ſenſible of my-misfortune, to ob- 
tain pardonfor my ipgratitude, and to-be heard in my jultifications, It is true indeed, thatto 
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Lnced no morethan to beſeech thy Highneſs to conſider , :that,if I could: eyen baniſh from 
my. heart the image of 1/abella, forget her affection, her oaths, and: her conſtancy; become 
the moſt ingrateful of men to his Princeſs; cauſe her death by:-my_ change, which ſhe would 
quickly know 3. prefer my Maſter before my miſtriſs, andmy duty before my love; the Re- 
ligion 1 profeſs , prohibiting me the plurality of wives, which-that of the Mahometansdotth 
rmit, I could not diſpoſe of a faith, which I have already given,' ſeeing Iam a Chriſtian 
under the habit of M4»ſſulmar, although I be not believed to beſo inall the extent-of thy Em- 
pire: Bur whereagfor all that it is not juſt that my temerity ſhould be vanquiſhed, deprive a 
man of thy favour, who refuſeth an alliance, which a great Kingought to receive on his knees; 
Baniſh from thy ſight and Court: a man, whom ſo many benefits, whom ſo many greatneſſes, 
and to ſay all, whotn thy affection cannot make perfectly happy ; and-to fatisfie the Sultana 
Arſteria, lamready to reentef into the irons from whence ſhe drew me, and todie her ſlave, 
fince I cannot live ber husband: Or if thy Highneſs will render my end more profitable and 
glorious, command me to ſeek out death in the midſt of thine enemies, and I ſhall not be 
long without teſtifying by the loſs of my life, that I am notungratefull, but becauſe can- 
not be acknowledging. And to incenſe thy juſt wrath, I will ſzy further, that the chaſtiſe: 
ment, which I demand, will be inſtead of grace to me, fince that in depriving me of light, I 
ſhall no longer be ſenſible of all the misfortunes wherewith I am ſo pro a oppretied ; Iſhall 
ceaſe to live, or be rebellious to thy pleaſure ; I thall reſtore the life which Low to the in- 
comparable 4ſteria;- and I ſhalldye for the glory of -/ſabella. | In brief, my Lord, fincel. 
cannot be Aſteriaes, becauſe my love doth oppoſe-it, and my Religion doth forbid it; and 
fince I cannot likewiſe live for /ſabella, becauſe my apty doth tie me to thy ſervice, | both by 
a generalright, and by a particular obligation, death is the onely remedy that remains for 
me to get out of ſo many miferies, If thy goodneſs had not broken off my fetters, and 
that I were {till thy ſlave, now, when that I know; that the conſtancy of 7/abe//ahath tri- 
umphed over the artificeof our enemies, that I. reign ſill in herheart, and that on me a- 
employ all my endeavour to freeme 

of my chains by aranſom : But, my Lord, I am tyed tothee by ſtronger bonds;; the obli- 
yu wherein I am ingaged to thy Highneſs, the benefits which I have receivedfrom thee, 
e honours thow-haſt done me, and the laſt degree of glory whereunto I am mounted, are 
to0 cettain proofs of thy love, - and of thy confidgnce, for me notto be.tetained-in m duty : 
It is then by theſe ſacred bands'that I am tyed unto thee,and[which I cannot break without ſa- 
crilege. Finally, my. Lord, the thoughts of liberty,; which paſs fora juſt deſire in the minds 
of all men, were an horridcrimeinme; andI-may well promiſe thy Highneſs, that I will 


_ never fo much asdream of it: Andas I am generous enough not to'doe any thing that may 


blemiſh my love, fo am I yet mote, not to docany thing that may wfong my duty, There is 
no need then of guards to keepime from going out of thy ,Empire, -being fully reſolved to 
ſacrifice all my pleaſures, rather than doe any thing-unworthy 'the name which T carry, and 
the choice which thy Highneſs hath made of my perſon, for to be the firſt in thy favour, as 
1 am in thy Eſtates.

being ſo victorious andtriumphant,and that being able to give felicity to ſo many people,yer 
could not render the onely man whom he loved, happy. Upon this ſo obliging a diſcourſe, 
Ibrahim would have fallen on his knees, but he would not ſuffer him, ſaying untohim, 


\that he would fain have obtained ſo much reſolution of himſelf, as to part for ever from a 


man, who was-ſodear unto him; thathe had debated the ſame in his mind, when as he walk- 
ed in that manner, as he ſaw ; but that atlaſt the affeftion which he bore him had ſurmounted 
his generoſity, and thatit was impoſſible for him to reſolve on ſo grievous a ſeparation ; that 
he conjured him to excuſe the effects of his friendſhip, as he excuſed thoſe of hislove; and 
to teſtifie unto him, that as well as himſelf he did all that he could, he would permit 
him to goe and ſee J/abella, provided he would paſs his word unto him to return egain 
withiyfix monthes; with this promiſe alſo, that if during his abſence he could accuſtom 
himſelf to this privation,he would give him his m— wholly and intirely. The Baſſa was ſo 
ſurpriſed,and fo tranſported with joy, as having caſt himſelf at the feet of the Sultan, he 
was a good while withour ſpeaking, but at length,after he had recovered the uſe of his tongue 
he rendred him thanks for ſo notable a favour,and told him, that none but Sol5men could van- 
quith Solimar ; that this victory which he had m_ over himſelf, was ſo glorious to him,

as all that he haddone fill then, was nothing in compariſon of it; that battails were gained 
by the valour of Captains and Souldiers, butin this occaſion he owed this' viftory tonone = 
bur his own proper” virtue. "As for the reſt, if he wonldpermit him togo to Afopaco, he 
would ingagehis feith to render himſelf at Conftantinople within the time that he had pre- 
ſcribed ; -and that he was not to fear that he would break his word with his Highneſs 
he would keep it' with his very enemies. Aﬀeer this aflurance , the Sultan told him , 
thathedid notdoubt of it, but that which obliged him to require an —_— for it, was 
the knowledge thathe had of the force of the paſſion which reigned in his Kart; and thathis 
friendihip would be ſecured againft this enemy of its content. #brabim ſwore then ſolemnly 
that nothing but death alofe Hofits keep him from accompliſhing his penn. That done, 
Soliman told him, thathe would not have conſented to his voyage, knowing 'that his affairs 
were not compoſed at Genous, had he nothad the means to have the ſentence revoked, which 
had been given againſt him, AnJ when as brabim beſought himto let him underſtand, how 
he thought to perform ſo unexpeReda thing, the Sultan told him, that to comprehend his 
defign, he was but to remember, how one of his Chaonx, returning out of Frexce, and ſtay- 
ing at Gexoxa, had been mbrthered inthe ſtreets by a'popular commotion; ſo that _— 
been advertiſed thereof by one of them that accompanyed him, who inſtantly imbarque 
himſelf away, he had cauſcd all the Vellels of the Genoweſes, that were found in his Ports, to 
beatreſted ; and that for the better favouring of his delign, an Ambafſadour was the day be- 
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fore arrived from his Republique, whom he had cauſed to be put-in priſon at Peya, bein 


perſwaded that he had done nothing werd wp Pi elf therein, fince'the Genoneſes had firt 

violated the Law of Nations ini the perſsn of his Chaoxx ; how it was for to' communicate 
this affair unto him thathe had ſent for him in the morning, but the ſadneſs which he had ob- 
ſerved in his countenance, had hindredhim from it, and carried him intb another diſcourſe. 


"The Baſſa then caſt himſelf at the feet of the Sultan, to aſſure him, that he would never eita- 


bliſh his content on the ruines of his Counitrey. | Solimar told him, that his generoſity would 


. not contradi his intention, and that ſo favourable an occaſiott,might not be loſt, he would 


ſend back this Ambaſſadour with all the Vefſals which he had cauſed tobe ſtayed, for tore- 


| deem his liberty , and that of Doria, who had Tuffered ſo much for him, he would

matter being thus reſolved, Solimer commanded the Bafſa to go aud deliver Doria , andthe 
Slavecof Afonaco, andnot ſpeak of this deſign, for he would have no inckling of the mat- 
ter ; butfor the better concealing of it, he ordered him to ſay , that he was going upon a ſe- 
tion, to the end they ſhould not marvel if they ſaw him no tbnger at the Port.

Aﬀeer this Jbrabim withdrew himſelf for to give order to his affairs; and although the paſ- 


ſing of his word for his return begot ſome melancholick thoughrs' in him, yet joy held the 
Empire of his ſoul, and the po} rrp nora of ng Iſabella again diſſipated all his hea- 
vineſs. At-laſt his paſion was fo Es that if he had been even ſure to die, as ſoon as he 
came ather, yet would he not for all that have left togo. He returned then to his Palace, 
followed by thoſe multitudes of Courtiers , whom the favour of Kings renders inſeparable

He grand Viſier wag no fooner at home, but he ſentthe command of the grand Sig- 
nior to the Baſſa of the Sea, to return himtheSlave, with whom he had talked the 
day before; but as he was generous. and liberal, 'he cauſed twelve Watches, the' 
faireit that ever had been found in all the ſhops of- Conſtantinople, to be carried unto himy' 
for beſides the difference of the iuventionsofthem, - their caſes were ſo marvellous, as the! 
Emraulds; Rubies, and Diamonds, made up the leaſt part of their beauty, the-art far ſurpaſs 
the matter : And whereas this curioſity: is the greateit with perſons of quality | 
the. Turks, having met with an hundred of them in a certainſhop, /brahim could not chooſe 
any thing that'was more gallant, more beautiful, or more agreeableto him, who was to re-- 
eeive them but to render this preſent yet more INES , he put theſe twelve Watches 
into a little coffer of Nacre, garniſhed with gold: and Turqueifes, and ſent them unto him by- 
fix Slaves: - As for that of Monaco, becauſe he was not a man of any greatquality, he ſent - 
him athouſand Sultanins for his ranſom.

VV the Baſſa wastalking in this ſort, he and his friend came till nearer to the Gate; . 


Y Y where Doriaſtayed t> conſider the ſuperb frontof a great Paviglion, which rofeu 
into.a Dome over the Gate; 'and that equally divided a long wall of white Marble, which 
made the incloſure of ghar great and marvellous aps 3-3 Dora could not ſufficiently ad- 
mife three orders of cdlumns of ' different Marbles, wWeh adorned that Portal, whereof the 
baſis and capital, wereof braſs, but wrought with ſo much art, that neither the Greeks nor 
the Romans havecever ſhewed any fairer ;- ſome were wreathed, fome fluted,andathers ſo ar- 
tificially twined abour with fillers,as _ ſceriied to preſs down thefoliage,wherewith it was 
mtiched;over the Corniches and'Frizes of halfrelieve, which were garniſhed with leaves of 
Acanthes,. were nothing but Chaplets of Triumph, Cornucopiaes, and Trophies of Arms. 
Finally, the magnificenceof the Palace was6 great, that the very > of it were of Ebony, 
with mouldings focurioſly propottioned, as the great filver nails wherewith they were ſtud- 
ded all over, madethe leaſt partof their beauty. Dori was not yet reſolved to quit ſo rare

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and materials can contribute to the beauty of a work; was-eminently. found in this fame. 
Fhere appeared a | un Building that took up the whole breadth of the Court, which was 
ret-renched ſome thirty paces from the Houſe by a Balluſtrade of Jaſper and Poephirie, and 
raiſed on the Palace-ſide the height of four ſteps, which formed inthemiddle an half pace of 


+ the ſame matter. The pavement of this Court was gray and white Marble, and in the midſt 


of it wasa Fountain. whereof the bole wagof Oricntall Alablaſtef, tranſparant as 'Chriſtall 
and fix foot Diameter, born 'up by a pillar of divers-coloured Marble; the out-ſide of the 
bole was inriched with little Sea-} rs of half relieve,admirably well done. Round about 
the-pillar were four Harpies of Braſs, their pawsreachingto the depth ofthe Ciſtern, and 
their backs turned oppolite the one to the othey, to uphold-the pillar; the tips of their 
wings extended. alſo to the bottom of the Alablalter bole, afſeeming to bearit up; they 
had womens faces, but Serpents writhen-tails finiſhing in antick foliage, which met together 
on the top of the pillar juſt againitthe Centerof the bole, whereunto likewiſe it ſerved for an 
ornament : In the midſt of this bole was a Vaſe reverſt, made alſo of Orientall Alablaſter, 
which on its*foot ſuſtained a Tound baſis, whereupon were ſer the three Graces, almoſt quite 
naked, made of Corinthian metall;they ſtood back to back, cjeting water out of their breaſts, 
and eachof them holding a Cornucopia, which met all together a little above their heads ; 
out of the flowers and fruits, which were repreſented there with ſuitable pieces,” made of 
Agates, Onixes, Turqueiſes, Carnalines, Topazes, aud Emeraulds, iflued fix :ſpouts of 
water, which fell down into the bole, and diſgorged themſelves into the Ciftern through the 
muzzels of fix Lions that were ſeen on the out-fide thereof. As for the ſix others, which iſſued 
from the breaits of the Graces, and that did not ſpin out, they fell juſt into 'the:heads..of fix 
Dragons of braſs, which were on the brim of the bole, . and that rendred themagain through 
their mouthes : Thefe D ſeemed to ſtrive to get out of it, holding the brim with theie 
tallons, the reſt of their bodies, except their heads,. and the tips of their wings, ſeeming to 


be hidden therein ; ſo that thoſe twelve ſpouts of water, commingto croſs one another, made * 


ſo pleaſing an object and murmure, as both fight and hearing found at one and the-ſame time 
wherewithall to be ſatisfied. The Giſtern of this Fountain was of Marble, but wrought.with 
ſuch art in Moſaique work, as there «prays in the bottom, through the water, fiihes,ſo ad- 
mirably well repreſented, that one mightbe deceived by them at the firſt. Tight; this Ciſtern 
had alſo round about it alittle Baluſtrade of, Jaſper, for one to reſt and meditate upon, Af- 
ter that Doria had well admired this Fountain, he gave his whole'mind and attention to ob- 
ſerve the beauties ofthis marvellous frame ; hefaw then, that from each fide there went a 


wing of — which extended even to the Baluſtrade of Jaſper and Porphirie, whereof 
* the ſtructure and ſ 


ymetrie was ſuitable to the middle front ; Each. of theſe: wings as well as 
the grand fabrique, had a Copola, covered over with ſheetesof braſs, whereof the moity hav- 
ing received an impreſſion of are, it had rendred them of a mixt colour between- purple and 
blew, which the Painters cannot welſtepreſent, and which ſhewed a Fonderfull object, be- 
ing oppoſed to the other ſheetes, whereunto had- been given a tincture of gold.” [The reſt-of 
the roof was coveredin the ſame manner, as well as the Paviglions, whereof I have ſpoken ; 


when as Doria came to caſt hiseyealittle lower, and toobſerye that: all the ornaments of ' 


this Fabrique were of Jaſper, Chalcedonie, Agate, and Onix, he was ſoſurpriſed, -as he 
could not forbear —_— whether this which he ſaw was not inchantment---But though 
the abundance of Feſtons, of Trophies of Armeg, Arabeſques, Vaſes of incenſe; Frizes,” Cor« 
niches interlaced with Drapery, extinQ Torches,, Cornucapiges; and Chaplets of trinmph; 
gave him a world of admiration, yet was he far more ſurpriſed-to behold four and twenty 
Columpes of Touch, which ſeemed to ſultain the firſt Order,and which were olicedBy two 
and two.in equal diſtance, between each window ;, the baſis ju itals were of whiteand 


red marble, in correſpondencie to the body of the building, which was wholly conſtructed 


thereof ; butto preſerve theſe Columnes, and to render them withall the more magnificent ss 
theeye, they were twyned about with the leaves of Achanthes of braſs guilt, which-yerwas 


| no hindrance, but that one might diſtintly diſcern of what ftone-they were made, ſo as the 


beauty of them might beadmired for their prodigious greatneſs, ; Over.theEntrata was a ſta- 
tue of Solimen on horſeback in baſe relieve ; andon.cach fide between thoſe. Columnes:were 
fix Niches, filled with fix great ſtatues of women, habited @.Z' antipxe, and reprefenting the 


divers Nations ſubjected to Soliman, who with one hand ſeemed'to offer him-their Crowns, 


and with the other leaned on the Scutcheons of the, armes of the Kingdomes, which they res 
reſerited. After he had well obſervedall theſe marvailes of Art and Nature,” /brahim” told 
im, that having yet many things to ſhew him, - which it may bedeſerved hisapprobation,as 
well as thoſe he had already vieweg, it was requiſitethey ſhould make a turn'/in- the Garden, 
that all the outſide might be conſfidered-before he let him ſee that the infide' was not ill under- 
ſtood ; he madehim paſs then under a great Vaulting, which! traverſed the whole body of 
the Houſe, from whence one deſcended to the Garden by alarge half pace of Porphirie. =

Vaulting was all of Moſaique .work, compoſed of different Marbles and Jaſpers, -upon a 
ground of /Alablaſter, but ſo wonderfully wrought, as an exgellent Painter could not with a 
pencil interlacea foliage more artificially,better obſerve the lights, and theſhadows,- normake 
+ a fairerpiece with liquid colours, whictr by his mixture of them he renders ſuch as he plea 
ſeth, than this excellent Artiſamof ſo beautifull a work had done with ſuitable nies whice: 
of the colours were all ſimple and natural, and the joyning of them together np 
tothe .cleafeſt fighted eyes. /krahim, whoſe impatience was extreme, and who imagined, 
that evEry moment imployed by him any other way, than in thinking of his ah 4295's was 
an outrage to his love, and acrime towards //abella, preſſed Doria ſo much, as. he made him 
deſcend into the Garden ; howbeit he flayed alittle on the top of the half pace, the better to 
conſider the beauty and extent of it. He ſaw upon the firlt ſight of it four great parterres, 
inthe midſt whereof was a Round of anextraordinary bigneſs, about the which were ſeen 
upon thic baſes of green Jaſper fix figures of fiſher-men, as big as the life, whereof there 
were threg, that held' each of them. a Trident-in his right hand, with the. arm lifted up 
for to dart it; and the other three teſtified by their action the joy which they felt; for having 
hurled theirs ſorighitly, as that they had therewith ſtruck'a Sea Monſter, which was repre- 
ſented in middle of: the Round, lying half along on his ſide, his head and his tail out of the wa- 
rer, AQand with.ſormuch art, as he ſeemed to be ſomwhat pained with the hurts which the three 
Tridents had given him, and from: whence iffued three ejects of water, that. were in ſteadof 
blood'to him. Juſt oppoſiteto the half-pace and the Round, was a Grot, admirably fair, both ' 
for the matter-wheteof it was formed, and for theart wherewith it was made, ſo that Doria, 
being much taken-with this object, ſeconded the grand-Viifiers defign, and went on.as faſt as he 
deſired him ;- the Bafla, not to loſe time, cauſed himto obſerve in going along, that on each 
fide of his Garden was acloſe arbor, erected with porticoes of verdures, where the Gar- 
dinerhad made it well appear , that he was not ignorant of all-the beauties of Architecture; 
fince it had not anggarnament there, which was not of the ſame erin, and of the ſame 
ſymetry, as was Obſerved over all that ſtately Palace. He made him alſo caſt his'eye to both 
5 fides.of the Grat, from whence there ran a Baluſtrade of Jaſper, beyond the which was 
ſcen on the right hand a Laberynth', ſo artificially contrived, that it might be called a priſon 
without a gate; it being moſt certain,.that without, atthe leaſt a prodigious chance, or being 
taught by him that made it, one could not get out of this 'Dedale, what care ſoever a man 
took to mark- how he vent into it: Doria would fain have gone and made tryal of it; 
howbeit [brahin would not ſuffer him, but obliged him to look roward the left {ide of the 
Baluſtrade, . where was ſeen a Grove of Orange, Citron, Pomegranate, and Mirtle-trees; 
and although the Proſpect of this place was deleQtable, and the ſcent of it odoriferous , 
yet Doris paſt by them to admire the mervailes of the Grot, whereunto they were then 
near ; but whereas the Ueſcription of it would be too long , it ſhall ſuffice to ſay , thatti 
wagof an Octangular form ; that. although, it was of a juit depth , yet it was for allthar 
ſolightſome, as all which the Orient hath of moit rare was there to be ſeen: And to con- 
ceive alight Ideagfit, one mult imagine, that he beholds together all the maſter-pieces, or 
to ſay better, allthemiracles of nature ; one muſt_then figure unto himſelf great rocks 
of Chryſtal, of Emeraulds, and of Rubies, where there was ſeen in ſomeof them, that the 
Sun had not leiſure to finiſh his work, being without colour in divers parts; one mult alſo 
paint forth to his imagination that wonderfull ennamell of Oriental Shells, whereof the di- 
verſity is ſo agreeable, be it for their forms, or for their lively colours, ſo well mingled , 
and ſo well ſorted, that of all natural things they are the fairelt, and moſt perfect; one muſt 
likewiſe conceive that in his mifid, which allthe Painters cannot repreſent, mean thoſe great 
Conques of Nacre, where the beams of the Sun leave ſo beautiful an impreſſion of their 
light, asneither Opales, nor the Rain-bow have any colours that are not ſurpaſſed by the 
luminous Argent whereof they are formed , and which makes me name them withreaſon 
the favourites of the Sun, But after all theſe things one muſt imagine yet an infinite num- 
ber of great branches of Corrall, of all colours which.Nature hath produced, namely of 
all the Carnations, white, black, and of the«colour of. fire. There muſt be further added 
to all theſe mervailes the faireſt congelations, and the rareſt petrifications, whereof Philofo- 
phers, or Hiſtorians have ever ſpoken to us ;: After this, I ſay, one may conceiye part of thoſe 
things which Dora beheld in this Grot, whereall the actifices of water were ſcen admirably 
well executed;there was a fall which ran from a rock of Chryſtal,and which loſtit ſelf preſent- 
ly under another, whereof the noiſe was ſo charming, as there is not a heart ſo light,nor a hu- 
mour ſo ſullen, in whom this murmur would not have excited apleafing fancy ; and that there 
may no doubt be made of the agrecableneſs of this inchanted Grot,I will ſay no more, but that 
Ibrabimhimſelf, howſoever he was prefed by his paſſion,could notchooſe but be ſurpriſed by 
a thought of 1ſabella, which gave Doria the more — to ſceall that I have ſpoken " _ -

| amiracles, and that 1brahias was come out of his amorous 
contemplation, they went our the Grot tv return to the Palace, but ſtill Doria Jooked 
to the place from whence they were parted; and his imagination was ſo taken y 6/7 that 
he had ſeen, .as he wasat the Round before he ever thought of conſidering the front of the 
Palace on that ſide ; he faw then that it was wholly like the other, unleſs it were bs Balcene, 
which projeftcd from the reſt ofthe work, and whereof the Balifters were of Coppggguilt. ' 
Having ſcenthisthey re-entred into the Palace, and aſcetidedby a great ſtair of white and red 
Marble, that hada rail and baliſter of the ſame ; at the top they found a Lobby,” whoſe fee- 
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| ling andivwalls were adorned with an Arabeſque of Gold and Azure, inlayed with little pee- 


ces of Chryſtal, liketo Moſaique work, which yiclded both a goodly and magnificent ob- 
ject. From thence they entino a ſpacious Gallery, which was on the right wing of the 
Palace, where [brahim hag madea Library of all the ciirigus Books of the ries

whereas the grand Vilier did always joyn magnifi iolity , alt ks wet 
bound up in plates of Gold, enammelled with white and'gteen, and placedin order upon 
ſhelves of Ebony, which were bordered withadentile of Goldln Ifniths-work, enamelled with 
the ſame colaurs. There werealſo in this Gallery between the windows a'great number. of 
Maps, both,univerſal and particular ; and upon a Tablet over the Bgoks, amany of Globes 
andSpheres, different from one another, according t6the divers dpinions of all-them which 
have treated of ſuch matters. Inthe fame order likewiſe he had placed all ſorts of Mathema- 
tical inſtruments, the faireſt and the beſt made; that ever were, ſeen; as concave Mirrours, 
Clocks, Olomeſtrees, Circles of proportion, and Aftrolabes. But whereas 1br«him conten- 
ted not himſelf wirhneceflary things, but would alſo have thoſe that were for delight, he had 
there a number of thoſe paintings, which by.optical reaſons do make aikke ſychexcalent and 
charming illuſions; for that purpoſe then he had Cilinders of ſeveral es, and to re- 


freſh the fight of thgm-which read, he had of thoſe Chriſtal Triangles; whichby the effect. 
of a marvellous r, ion do take and giveall at one time the colours of the Rainbow to all 


the objects that are ſeen throygh them. He had alſodivers magnificent Desks, ProſpeCive- 
glaſſes, and before the middle window a Table of Ebony, garniſhed with gold, and enamme- 
led as the ſhelves, with a Standiſh upon it covered all over with Emraulds, ſome dark, ſome 
clear, which made a foliage admirably well repreſented. - At the egd of this Gallery that 
looked upon the firſt Court, . was a door which opened to the Terrace, whereof I have ſpo- 


-ken , and which anſwered to the Paviglion in the middle, where the Grand Viſier had made 


a Cabinet of Arms, which he would needs have his dear friend to ſee; heled him thenby the 
way which I have noted, but Dori at hisentrance into it was exceedingly amazed, and ſur- 
prized; for the very firſt object that hiseye met withal, was a Trophy of Arms, ſuſtained in 
the air by the prodigious vertue of a great Adamant, which was the Key-ſtoneof the roof of 


this Cabinet, wherein were ſcen together, and in order, all the different Arms, both an-- 


tient and*modern, of all the-Nations of the World; bnt fo fair, ſo mggnificent, and ſo 
enriched, each one according to its uſe, as one would have ſaid, that they were the Maſter- 
pecces of all the excellent Artiſans that ever wrought in Arms: But amongſt the reſt thoſe 
of Perſia were thericheſt , and moſt ſumptuous ; all the Scymitars had their Hilts and Scab- 
berds'of Gold,” all covered over with precious: ſtones; and whereas that Countrey doth a- 
bound with Turqueiſes, there were Targets-and Quivers ſet all over with them, and bows 
and Arrows anſwerable to the glittering beauty. thereof, Now vrine ts fight of all theſe 
things were wonderfully pleaſing to Doria, yet gave he over beholding them, as-ſoon as 
Tbrabim ſhewed him three: Harquebuſes of a miraculous artifice ;' whereof the firſt, which 
he cauſed him, tomake tryal of , ſhot off without fire, by the means of an incloſed wind 
which coming to iſſue forth expelled the bullet with the'like impetuoſity ; the ſecond perfor- 
med the ſame thing with water ; and the third , but the moſt marvellous, by the means of 
that pawder which is called white, ſhot off, not only without fire, but alſo without noiſe. 
If Dor:ia had followed his humour, he wouldhave ſtayed a long time in Philoſophying on 
all theſe ſecrets, by maintaining, that neither water nor wind, could: ever have the fame 
activity with fire , andſo by conſequence-that which he ſaw could not be without inchant- 
ment; but /brahiwtold himthey wo ſpeak: of it at leifure during the voyage they were 
going to. make, and without hearkening to him further, he made him'go forth ata door 
oppolite to that whereby they had entred , and which gave upon-theſame Terrace that an- 
ſwered to the endof the Gallery onthe left wing; where the illuſtrious Bafſa had cauſed all 
the Turkiſh Emperours to be drawn, from Othomar, who was the firſt; 'to Soliman then 
reigning. But whereas he was not contented with having their faces repreſented, but would

He was prudent, and adviſed amidſt dangers, prompt and vigilant in his en- 
terpriſes, indefatigablein War, of an invincible courage, a reaſonable Juſticer maugre his 
crueky , extremely liberall ; and that which'is of moſt marvail in this Princeis, that he was 
never vanquiſhed after he was Emperor. He loved the reading of Hiſtory, he made verſes 
in his own tongue, was very skilfull in Pairiting, and even to the point, that he ſent, as I 
have already declared, the Battel which he obtained againit the Sophy, drawn with his own 
hand, unto the Yexeriavs, who conſerve itftill unto this day in their Treafurie. There is al- 
fo a great number of his works to be ſeen inthe Setaglio : He was very, Eloquent, and 10- 
thing curious of the magnificence of Apparell ; and that which I moſt admirein him, is; thar . 
he alwayes refuſed thoſe adoratigns which are accuſtomed to be rendred to the Turkiſh Em+= 
ors, never ſuffering any to'caſt themſelves on the ground in ſpeaking to. him, nor to do 

um reverence on their knees. And truly ifthis Emperor had not blemithed his glory by that 
Peocgove deſire of reigning, which carried him to takeaway the life of him, from whom 
e had reccived his; to.cauſe two of his Brothes, eight of his Nephews, and as many of his 

Baſſaces to be ſtrangled, he had beenexcellent inellthings, But to paſs over his Victories 
lightly becauſe time doth preſs us,l will.onely tell you in few words, that he won a famous

tained likewiſea great Victory againſt the Perſians. Butat laſt, after he had been in ſo ma- 
ny fights, won ſo many battails, and conquered ſo many Provinces, inleſs than two years, 
as he thought to return triumphant to rhe ſeat of his Empire, he dyed at Chzowrls, in the 
very ſame place where before he had given battel to his father, after he had reigned only

This 
Battel which you ſee afar off, is that of Afobacs which he gained againſt the Znngarians, 
wherein dyed Lewis King of Hungary. This City, which hereI ſhew you (continued 7bra- 
him) is Bagadet, where Soliman was crowned Ring of Perſia ; but though I have ſome 
ſhare in this War, as well as in that of Natolia, which you may ſee alſo in this Table, I will 
refer this narration toanother time, that may be more opportune for us. Iknow, my dear 
Doria, that this propoſition diſpleaſes you,but you muit obey me, for you will not be the

If there be need of examples of Sentences that' have been revoked, all antiquity will furniſh 
us therewith: Ari#ides was baniſhed by the Oftraciſme, and repealed within three years 
after ; Cimon was exiled from Athens, and intreated to return, even by thoſe that had driven 
him away; at Sparra one Leontidas was uſed inthe ſame manner; amongſt the Lacedemon:- 
ans, Philoxenus had the ſame fortune ; and if we will go to Rome, we ſhall find, that Senece 
was bariiſhed by C/audirs, and called home again by him for ſome praiſes which he had given 
himin a Letter of conſolation, that he wrote to Polybis his favourite ; judge now my Lords , 
' whether flattery ſpoken with a good grace may enter into compariſon with the ſervice that 

Inftiniano hath rendred you. - | 
"But to paſs from antiquity to the modern age, have we .not ſeen amongſt the Venetians 
Hortenſio Contarini condemned to 4 perpetual baniſhment, who returned into his Countrey 
a little after with the ſame honours which he fotmerly had there? And without going to ſeek 
for Authorities amongſt our neighbours, which we may find amongſt our ſelves, hath not one 
ſeen Antonia Fregoza exiled for ever from his Countrey , who nevertheleſs was by a decree 
from the Senate-reſtored to his former liberty in Genoua ? I could alſo find mariy other par- 
ticulars in Hiſtory to confirm my propoſition, but I think it may ſuffice, that Greece and Jtaly 
Pi have marked you out the way, which you may follow without fear of failing, after ſo many il- 
luſtrious examples.

It may be 
that the French will furniſh us with that which we cannot find elſewhere, but, my Lords, were 
they not in War with the Emperour, yet would they ſee us periſh with joy, and the Armies 
of the Turks could not do that amongft us, which t ey would not do here with theirs, if they 
were in an eſtate to be revenged on us for our Changing, 

You will tell me further, that the Republiques of Florence, Siena and Lucca, are not ſo far 
off, but that one _ be ſuccoured from them, but they are ſo ingaged in thoſe two parties, 
as they have not the liberty to diſpoſe of their forces. The Duke of Savoy might alſo do ſome- 
thing for you if he were peaceable in his State, but he himſelf is ſo buſicd-in preparing to hin- 
der path eof the French, as he cannot mind the extremities of his neighbours. I know 

well in like manner , that Englandis full of armed men, but, my Lords, it is not to de- 
fend us, nor will Queen ary abandon the fiege of London , which is to put her in poſleſſion 
of her Kingdom, to come and oppoſe our enemies. Neither will Scortanddisfurniſh her ſelf 
of her menof War, .having ſuch mighty Armies at her Frontiers, wherefore we are not to 
turn our eyes that way. | 
' Poland, Hungary, and AMuſcovy, are too, near unto the Turk for to imbroyl themſelves 
with him. And Sweathland and Denmark, are too far off for any ſuccour to be hoped from 
thence, Atlaſt, my Lords, toleave nothing unſaid, the death of /«{5#s the third, and of his 
ſucceſſor, falling our in ſo little a time,. permit not his Holineſs, who is got yet well eſtabli- 
ſhed, to think of affairs abroad. And to take all hope from you, the Yeneriars, deſiring to 
conſerve that which they hold in the Archipelago, will not break the _ they have made 
with the Turk to fuccour you.

But to juſtifie the ar- 
dour of my zeal, and to make it appear, that my fear is not without ground, I do here deli- 
ver into your hands the Grand Signiors Letter, which it may be will carry you more eaſily 
to my ſenſe and reaſon. | 

This Oration was heard'by the Senate with a great deal of attention, amazement and joy ; 

and when the Duke had taken the Grand Signiors letter,he commanded an interpreter to come 
and expoundit ; in the mean time a confuſed voice aroſe in this Aſſembly, which made Phs- 
lippo Spinola conjeCture, that the grace of /###:;ni40 would ſoon be granted: Never was 
there heart agi with ſo much violence, and whereas this man was ſenſible and generous, 
the defi pardoning or puniſhing ſo equally divided his ſoul , as not knowing which ſide 
to turn Fim to, he ſeemed to ſeek for in the eyes of Alphonſo »;herewith to fortific his reaſon, 
He wept all at one inſtant both for yy and fenderneſs, the remembrance of the dead, and 
the return of the living, excited in his mind, both a calm and a tempeſt ; and in this diſorder 
of paſſions, and apprehenfions of nature, which combatted one with another, and ſaccef. 
ſively deſtroyed themſelves, he was going to be the prey of deſpair and ſorrow, had not the 
ſight of his ſon been at ___ found more powerfull, than the image of his paſt misfortune: 
e knew ſo diftinEly the ſenſe of A!phoxſo by the motion of his face, as being aſhamed to be 
leſs generous than he, he let his reſentment be ſurmounted by fo noble an example, which 
preſently appeaſed all the troubles of his ſpirit ; ſo that feeling himſelf in a more peaceable 
eſtate, and ſeeing the Duke about to he to prevent him beſought him with tears in his 
eyes to reſtore that unto Fuſtiniano, which his proſecutions hadtaken from him ; it being 
juſt, ſince he had rendred him a ſon, that he ſhould render him his liberty. This diſcourſe ſo 
raviſhed the whole Aſſembly ,-that contrary to their cuſtom, and the reſpect of the place, 
they ſent forth cries of joy , whichdid not ceaſe very ſoon; but the reſt the young 
Count of Levagna toge r with Alphonſo who were preſent, thought they ſhould never have 
been filent again ; the firſt could not ſufficiently commend this ation, and the other could not 
forbear ſaying, that he was more obliged to his father for vanquiſhing himſelf, than for giving 
him life, Burt after every one had praiſed Philippo as much as he deſerved, they betook them to 
their places and gravity again, for to hearken to the Letter, which the Interpreters expounded 
in this ſort by the commandment of the Duke.

If one of our Slaves had not found grace ii our ſight, we ſhould ſoon have made you feel the 
force of our terrible ſword, and our clemency had not returned you, as it hath done, your veſ- 
ſels, your goo3s, your people, and your Ambaffadour ; but it is upon condition that you cauſe 
the ſentences to be revoked, which were given againſt F«ſtiniano, and againſt Doria, and that 
they may fully enjoy their liberty, and their goods, as heretofore : For otherwiſe he you aſſy- 
red, that with all the power of our flouriſhing Empire, our. Highneſs will come, and abaſec 
your pride, make himſelf be obeyed in perſon, and deſtroy your Republique: .

This Letter inſpired all them that heard it with feary, juſtified the Ambaſſadours zeal, and con- 
firmed all the Aﬀlembly in the reſolution to receiye 7#ſtiniano, as the Deliverer of the Repub- 
lick; ſo that when the Duke had propounded the matter, and that according to the cuſtom he 
ſhould have gone to collect the voices in particular, they ſaid all, that in affairg where opinions 
might be divided, it was good to hold that courſe, but now, that the whole company had but 
one and the ſame voice, they were nat to amuſe themſelves about this ſuperfluous ceremony; 
it being fitter to go with all ſpeed, and aſſure Fuftiniano and Dorta, that they were ſtill Citizens 
of Genoua, for fear leaſt they ſhould by this retardment imagine, that they had been hardly 
drawn to ſign their grate. - They adviſed then what order they were to hold, and they judged, 
that to take away all ſuſpicion from fangs, they were to ſend him a publick, Act, ſigned by 
the Duke and all the Senate, whereby he ſhould be affured of the revocation of his ſentence : 
but the Ambaſſadour having told them, that F#ſ#iniano would.rely. on his word, they changed 
their prpoly and commanded Farnetin Doria to take a Galley in the Port, for tg and re- 
ceive him as far from the City as poſhbly he could ; They ordained alſo that the Ar dour 


ſhould put himſelf into a Feluca, to the end he might go before, and advertiſe Fuſtiniano that he - 


was attended with impatience, and ſhould be received with joy. And whereas it was reſolved 
that ſome ſhould accompany Jennetin who repreſented Andrea Doria his Uncle, that was Ge- 
neraliſimo, and abſent from Genoa at that time, the Count of Lavagie would be one of 
them, that he might renew his acquaintance, for he was not much more ja. a child when /«ts- 
26ano went away. - The Commanders of thoſe veſſels whom: he had redeemed, would not go 
home to their houſes before they had conducted their deliverer into their city,to the end that as 
inthe ancient triumphs,the victorious were fallowed by the Princes whom they had vanquiſhed 
fo luſtiniano ſhould be accompanyed with the Citizens hk he had delivered, but with this:

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' Never was there heart more repleniſhed with joy, than that of 1/abella, after ſhe had read 
this Letter ; nor never had an amorous ſpirit ſweeter tranſports, than this Princeſs felt in thus 
underſtandipg all at once the life, the return, and the fidelity of her Lover : But her ſatis- 
faction augmented yet more, when as ſhe knew in what manner he had been received at Ge- 
noua, no way —_, now but that her felicity was ſetled for the reſt of her life.

"ſh. be pleaſed to go wap} 2a part of the day in a fair Garden, which the Princes of ſo 
 Atongco have on the Sea-lide ; and whereas he had no'other will than that of the Princeſs, he Ba 
anſwered him who came from her, that ſo as he might have the honouy to ſee her he would 
obey her with joy, her preſence having this particular Charm, that ſhe rendred all places a- 
like agreeable unto him, becauſe he nevet conſidered any thing therein but her. This match 
being made, this fair Troop, as ſoon as dinner was done, began their walk ; Fuſtiniano lent 1ſa- 
bella his hand for to ſupport her. down to the Garden, whither one may ealily go on foot, De- 
. ria did the like to Em54, and the reſt of the women together with the Princeſſes chiefeſt Of- 
ficers followed after. Their journey being ſhort they quickly arrived whither they were to 
go; where at firſt their talk was of the beauty of the place, of the ſcituation thereof, of the 
_ Oxpaments which had been added to its natural graces, and other indifferent things ; but as 
ſoon as the Princeſs had handſomly drawn F»ftsniano a pretty way from the Troop, ſhe con- 
ured him to acquaint her with his adventures, and no longer to defet the —_ her curio- 
fity, in reco particularly unto her all the circumſtances of a life wherein dſomuch 
intercſt, as to make it thenceforward the felicity of hers. This diſcourſe ſurprized Fuſtinians 
at firſt, he would have excuſed himſelf for that day, beſceching the Princeſs not to deprive him 
ſo ſoon of the deli of had in hearing her talk ; but at length, ſeeing that this reaſon did not 
content her, he yielded unto it. They entred then into a great green Arbour, which on the one.

He cauſeof all my miſeries being a crime which you have pardoned, I think you will haw 

' 4 - ſomuch goddneſs asnot to oblige me to confeſs once more unto you, that which I have 
written to you heretofore : I will not tell you then how after I had by an hundred apparett 
reaſons confirmed my ſelf in the belief that you lived no longer but for the Prince of Maſe 
ran, deſpair ſeized ſo ſtrongly on A that death was the term of all my deſires; butto 
get far away ſpeedily from a'place, where I could ſuſpect the moſt conſtant perſon that ever 
was of lity, ſuffer me to tell you in few words, that quitting Germany, imbarqued my 
ſelf on the Baltick Sea, to ſeek out an honourable death in the war of Sweden; that bo 
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the way I was taken priſoner by Chairadin King of Alger, 'who ſold me ſoon after to the 
Baſſa Sinaz, which cauſed me intantly to be conducted to Confantinople , with three hun- 
dred other Slaves, whereof he meant to make apreſent to the, Grand Signior.. It is in that 
place , Madam, where fortune hath done ſuch ſtrange, and ſo ughikely things, as albeit they 
arrived unto me, yet do I doubt many times, in thinking. of my adventures, whether it be not. 
an effect of my depraved imagination that repreſents them ſo unto me, or a faithful report of 
my memory z. but not to loſe time in ezagerating the phangaltiognes of fortune, which hath 
been but too. well known by all ages, and all-Nations, and to giye you an extraordinary proof 
of: it in my perſon, you ſhall underitand, that after I was come to Conſtantinople, laden with 
irons, as well as my companions, without any difference betwixt us, but that they tryed eve- 
ry day to break their chains, and that I bore mine with a tranquillity of mind, yet melan- 
holick withal , which made them perceive that life and liberty were not the object of my de- 
fires; this knowledge which they had of my apprehenſions dnring the voyage, was the canſe 
that they coricealed from me the reſolution they had taken , when we were come to Conſtan- 
zinople , of killing their Guard, that ſo they might ſave themſelves ere they ſhould be preſen- 
ted to the Grand Signior ; and they carried their deſign ſo well, as it was not diſcovered above 
two hours before it ſhould have been executed, And whereas amongſt the Turks the deſire 
of liberty is a capital crime ina Slave, unleſs it be iti paying a ranſom for it, this enterpriſe 
being proved againſt them, the Baſla.S5an, a violent man, and that ſaw how in one only night 
he was - like to have loſt three hundred Slaves,. without examining the circumſtances of the 
matter, without diſtinguiſhing the guilty from the inngcent, condemned us all to be expoſed 
to the cruelleſt puniſhment of that Countrey, , This ſentence was received diverſly, accordin 
to the diverſity of minds, but at lait, though there were ſome generous ſouldiers amongſt 
that great number of Slaves, yet heard they all this wofull news with grief: As for me, who 
did not deſire to live longer, becauſe I ſaw my ſelf conſtrained to live without you, I beheld the 
end'of my life as an aſſured port to ſhelter me from all the ſtorms wherewith I was agitated ; 
ſo that though it had been cafie for me to have exempted my ſelf from this peril}, by letting the 
Baſſa know what ranſom I could have paid him, yet had Ino purpoſe fo to do . "8 
Howhbeit this general conſternation indured not long, for the Sinan coming to conſider 


| thathecould not ſatisfie his revenge and-his ayarice both 4. 7 reſolved not to loſe that 


himſelf which others would have taken.from him ; and therefore for examples ſake only, he 
commanded that' we ſhould draw lots, and that the tenth part of our number ſhould expiate 
the crime of the reſt, This grace was received with joy by all the company ; and albeit fear 
had ſtill ſome place in their ſouls, yet was hope the powerfuller, and perſwaded them all in 
particular , that the misfortune ſhould not fall upori them: In the mean time_the lots were 
drawn, and chance having decided the matter, I was of the number of the thirty that were to 
die, It was then that I well obſerved, how hfimane weaknefs'is the cauſe why every one is 
in ſome ſort comforted by having companions in his miſery.; for when we were all condemned, 
I ſaw nothing but tears of ſorrow, but as ſoon as the lot had ſeparated the fortunate from the 


. Infortunate, theſe laſt changed their ſorrow into rage, and choler ſo tranſported them, as they 
. could not indure the ſight of them that were delivered : Yet was it not they whom deſtiny re- 


ſerved for this ſupreme diſgrace;z,.for the Baſſa having moderated his fury , would have our 
lives once more depend abſolutelyupan the capriciouſneſs of . fortune ; he ordained then, that 
of thirty which we were, no more than three ſhould ſuffer ; and the lot fo favoured the defire 
I had todie, thatT was one of thoſe unhappy men, according to the ſenſe of others, though 
in mine own heart I was of a contrary opinion, | » | 

The two that proved my companions 1n this fad adventure, were without-doubt the worthi- 


eſt of all the ſlaves, they were young, handſom, and courageous, and even ſuch as the very 


Executioners themſelves, who were to take away our lives, had ſame regret to ſee, that 


chance had made a choice ſo unjuſt according to their thinking, fo that one of them moved with 


compaſhon, went. and advertiſed the Baſſa, that in loſing us he would loſe the propereſt ſlaves 


that were in Con##antinople, and the fitteſt to make a preſent of to his Highneſs. The Baſſe, 


who repented him alrady of his violence, in regard of his own intereſt, and yet defired that 
ſome one of us ſhould be puniſhed, reſolved at length for the laſt caſt, that of we three but one 
ſhould die, and that aconing to the firſt ones: Miince ſhould ſtill be the abſolute maſter of 
our life, or of our death. The lot was not more favourable to me inthis laſt incounter, than 
in all the former, and was the ſacrifice "claped forthe publick ſafety, I was then preſently 
bound more ſtreightly than before; they made me my ſelf carry, the preparations o pu- 
niſhment; and without boaſting I can avow, that I faced -death with tranquility enough : I dare 


not almoſt ſay, that in this wotull eſtate yau were the only ohzect of my thought,: yet. it is 

trie how 1 imagined.. that this obſtinacy of fortune, in chooſing me ſtill to be ſacrificed , 

an effec of your deſire, and that ſhe did not judge me © Ks to live, but becauſe.you Judg: 
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judged ne unworthy of your affeftion.'- In the end T received this ſeritence, as if it had been: 
en. ow by you, and intherrhoaghe I went to- my puniſhment with: fo much teſolurion, 
as bred wonder and compaſſion in them that beheld me.” As for my ſelf , I was far from be. | 
ing «Micted at mine own praper miſeries; 1 had ſome delight in my fetters and chains; ang 
the very ſight of deathcould fot keep me from having-fome happy moments, for my love , 
doing its laſt and uttermoſt indeavour, in following me to the grave, perſwaded me, that if 
you buſt ſeen the ſame Fuftingano, upon whom at other times you had accumulated glory, be 
ready to yield upthe ghoſt in adoring you, with the moſt cruel! torments that the rage of 
Tyrants hath ever invented, you would at leaſtwiſe have breathed forth ſome ſighs; and ſhed 
ſome tears. { The Princeſs, not able to indure that he ſhould continue this diſcourſe any longer, 
3 | ſo much trouble did this deadly image excite” in her ſoul, afſured him with a' great deal of ten- 
-=_ derneſs, and her eyes full of tears, that this narration touched her fo ſenſibly, as albeit ſhe 
be could not doubt but that he had eſcaped this pefill, yet could ſhe not chuſe bur be in fear for 
him, and feel fuch a grief in her mind, as ſhe was not able to expreſs, Fuſtiniano was no leſs 
moved with the tears of the Princeſs, than ſhe had been by his relation ; and when he had 
rendred her thanks for ſo generous an apprehenſion, Dorza told him, that he could not bet- 
ter acquit himſelf of that devoire, than to acquaint her by what inchantment he got out of this - 
adventure.

atid nuſterity : Of the number oftheſe Calenders was one Zellebis, that is to ſay, a Noble-man, 


deſcended from Chaz- Beitas, or Chaz-Haſſen, who lived.in the time of Orchan, ſecond Empe- 


rour of the Turks, and that in his Religion had been the-Diſciple and Sectary of one Edebal, 
who was the firſt Inſtitutor of all thoſe Mabomeran Devotions, which propheſied the Empire 
to Orboman, and his Succeffors; and who inhis time had been held for a man of a very holy 
life : So that this Calender Zellebis, of whom I ſpeak, a ſtirringand active man, relying on the 
reputation of his Predecefſors, began to gain unto him all thoſe of his ſect, which were no ſmall 
number ; and under the name and pretext of liberty, he made almoſt all Narolia to revolt. So- 
/iman being advertiſed thereof, failed not in ſending a mighty Army thither ; but the chance of 
War ſo favoured thoſe revolters, as they defeated it in divers rs, and alſo killed ſome 
Sangiaces or Governours of Provinces, who would have oppoſed elves to this ſedition, 
which under the pretext of the ſanctity of thoſe that raiſed it, might at length have proved-dan- 


gerous to the Turkiſh Empire. -The news of the laſt defeat of the Grand-Signiors Troops:was - 


brought him a*little while after I had the honour to belong unto him : And whereas the bad 
ſucceſs of this Civil War touched him more vively, than the loſs of a battel in ,a ſtrange War 


. would have done, he reſolved to go in perſon to punith theſe rebels. -And whereas he did not, 


believe, that theſe ſeditious were ſo daring, as to oppoſe him, he gave not himſelf the time to 
raiſe one of thoſe puiſſant Armies, which itrikes terrour into all the world, but contented him- 
ſelf with joyning his ordinary Guard, and ſome other _ which he took out'of the Gar- 
riſons, whereby he paſſed to thoſe that had rallied themſelves together after the laſt defeat. 
When he was ready to depart, he commanded me to follow him, though none -of the reit of 


© the Slaves beſides had Order to go : I will not tell you,Madam, all the particulars of this War; 
for whereas I recount mine own Hiſtory, and not that of the Grand-Signior, I am to ſpeak 


only of thoſe things, wherein I have ſome intereſt : You ſhall underſtand then, that Zelleby, 
the Chief of this ſedition, being fallen ſick, had forſaken the Camp, and was retired into the 
Capital City of Narolia, with the beſt Troops of. his Army ; whereof Soliman having been 
advegyed, he reſolved to go and beſiege him, not doubting but if he could get him into his 
hand$he ſhould eafily prevail over all the reſt. Thiz deſign, having been approved of, was not 
long before it was executed ; we-marched diretly to this City ; approaches to it are made; 


+ trenches are caſt up ; batteries are raiſed; and' in a few dayes the avenues to it are ſo well 


cloſed up, as it is impoſſible for any body to go in or out. At lengths to abridge this Narta- 
tion, Zellebis, being in a ſhort time recovered, defended himſelf fo couragiouſly, that after 
he had ſuſtained three aſſaults with great loſs of ours, the beſieged were ftill in caſe to make 
ſallies every days which extreamly incommodated our Army. 

Durins all theſe I had divers times beſought his Highneſs to permit me to ven- 


ture my life fox his ſervice, which I could not obtain, becauſe a Slave is not ſuffere a voy

Arms : I lived then in this ſort with a great deal of vexation to ſee my ſelf in a 
neſs at ſuch a time, when as occaſions were ſo often preſented, wherein I might have dyed 
Nobly. As I was in this melancholy, the Grand-Signior being much incenſed to fee this Town 
hold out ſo long, reſolved that his Army ſhould periſh there, or carry it by force ; and for 
that effect-he cauſed a general aſſault to be given : And though there were a body of the ene- 
mies Army in the field, he commanded nevertheleſs that they ſhould not care ſg much for the 
guard of the Trenches, as for the attacquing of the place ; and the reafon of this was, be- 
cauſe the enemy had never appeared, nor had uſed endeavour, either to. caſt Troops into 


the City, or to raiſe the fiege. In the mean time it happened: that an hour after the affault- 
was begun, and that above twenty times there had been already loſt, and regained, five or ſix;

to our Souldiers hearts. Soliman, who was preſent at this for to give direction in per- 
ſon, confirmed them the beſt that poſſibly he” could, and after he had commanded the Baſla. 
Sinan to continue the aſſault, he went to ſee what the matter was, followed only by two: 
thouſand Janiſaries, but he was quickly cleared in it, for he had not marched fifty paces, but: 
that he ſaw the reſt of his Souldiers come in diſorder, having avoided the fury of the enemy, 
who was purſuing them ill. Solsman no longer doubted but that this was Zelebss his: 
Army which attacqued his Camp; and being. a Prince of a great-and- generous ſpirit, he 
purpoſed to fight with them: But as he was reddy$0 march directly to the enemy,he was much 
ſurprized to behold from the Towns: fide, that not only this fouldiers had abandoned the 
aſſault, but that Zellebis in the head of thoſe of Chienraya, went beating them before him 
in a terrible diſorder, As for me who alwayes followed the Prince without other arms than:

it was by my means, that this day, ſo unlucky in the beginting, had. a glorious.cnd ? Yes, 
Madam, I muft tell it you; and fince my valour was but an effect of my deſpair;/;and that you 
were the-cauſe thereof, it is juſt to let you underſtand how it was by you. that I ſaved both 
the life, and the glory of great So/imav. Remember then, if you pleaſe, this verity in the 
roceſs of this Narration, to the end I may not be accuſed of vanity in delivering things which 
Fad not executed without you: I ſhall tell you then, Madam, that in this univerſaldiſorder 
conſerved fo:much judgement to obſerve that on the left hand of that qporeer where we were, 


_ there was a place which Nature had ſo well fortified, as with very little defence it was im- 


ble to be forced; I advanced then boldly to the Grand Signior,. and maugre the preſs, 1 
Jet him ſee what had already noted, and cauſed him to perceive, that in attending the rally- 
ing of his troops he might be there not only in aflurance,,but-in an eſtate to keep thoſe of the 
town from joyning with them. that were without, This advice having ſatisfied. him, he com- 
manded to go-and ſeize on that plot; but as if the enemy had been acquainted with this de-. 


- ſignhe advanced to diſpute it with us. There it 7 Madam, that I ceafed to be a ſlave for 


to be a Souldier, for having taken a ſcimitar which I found amongſt the dead bodies, I got in- 
to the head of our troops, with ſo much reſolution, and ſo much good fortune, as I did things 
there which I dare not relate: inthe end, Madam, I inſpired our ſouldiers with ſuch valour, 
ds reaſſuming courage we repulſed the enemy, and ſeized on the place, whereof I have alrea-. 
dy ſpaken to oy But when 1 ſaw Solimen in. ſafety, I wentand caſt my ſelf amidſt ſome of 
our forces, which were fighting ſtill with thoſe that were come out of the City ;. and per- 
cciving that our. Sovldiers were preparing to flie, in hope to get* tu the place where Soliman 


" was, I threatned to kill them if they returned not to the fight : ;This ſo extraordinary a diſ- 


courſe being ſeconded by ſoine effects, which ſeemed marvellous unto them, they reſolved 
to follow me : Behold me then the head of this couragious Brigade, whom I conducted ſa,for- 
tunately, as I made them carry that in two hours, which a. whole Army could nog do in fix 
weeks fy At laſt, Madarn, being reſolved to periſh, or do ſome great matter, 1 ſo hotly 
purſued the enemies, . that after we had killed a great number of them, made the reſt to flie, 
and put fear into all the remainder, Idrove them even into their town, where being entred 
alone with them, certainly I performed things, which made me plainly ſee, that deſpair is' 
more powerfull than valour; but whatſoever I could have done, doubtleſs I ſhould have 
fallen there if I had not called to minde, that the breach ooo panned, I might through 
that place Eauſe our forces to enter ;, thither I made then wi extreme ſpeed, and finding 
none on the Ramparts but diſarmed people, who were there aſſembled to ſee the ſucceſs of 
the buſineſs, I eaſily got to it, and preſently diſcovering thoſe which had followed'me to the 
City-gate, I cried unto them, Victory, Victory, for to Ow to turn head towards 
me: Wheyas they knew me by my ſlaves habit, they were ſo ſurprized to ſee me {till living, 
as no way doubting but that I was a man ſent by their Prophet to ſuccout them, they reſol- 
ved to abandon me no more; and ſuperſtition mingled it ſelf ſo happily among# them to 
excite their valour, as I can ſay that I never ſaw Souldiers more couragious.: They came 
then unto me with incredible ſpeed, and were no ſooner mounted on the breach but I pulled 
down an Enſign, which the Enemies had ſet up on the wall, to put one of Soliflans inthe 
place of it; and having left ſome for the guard of the breach, I went with the reſt to ſeize 
on the Gates of the town, and their Magazine of Arms. The people no ſooner heard, Long 
live victorious Solimar, cried in the ſtr but their weapons fell out of their hands, aſſu- 
redly believing that their Army was defeated, and that the Emperour was in the City : In 
the mean time Zel/ebss uſedall his endeavour to put heart into his Souldiers again, but ſeeing 
it altogether impoſſible, he reſolved to flie, fearing nothing ſo much as to fall alive into So- 
limans hands. As ſoon as the people knew. that their defender had forſaken them, we had 
no further reſiſtance, except at the Gates, where ſome Souldiers were ſtill in the guard of 
them; this obſtacle ſtayed us not long, for whereas we fought then with hope that the victo- 
ry would fall to the juſter ſide, we redoubled our efforts with ſo much ardour, as atilaſt, we 
became maſters ofthe place, © ' "2M 
Things being in this eſtate, and perceiving that I had not, force enough to keep the 
people under, I- thought fit to. advertiſe Saliman of it, who in the mean while had rallyed 
one part of his Army, which at, length prBved ftrong enough to: withſtand the Enemy, but 
not to repulſe him, had not- the happy news.which I ſent them redoubled their courage : 
Soliman cauſed the. king of the City then to be preſently publiſhed amongſt the Troops, 


they marched with a reſolution, which certainly was a preſage vf the victory had the __ 
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ſtood to it, but having turned their eyes to the City, and ſeeing. on the walls an enſign with 
the Arms of the Empire init, their coura td Arnot... na after to give place unto 
fear ; for Zellebis upon his flying away had ſent them word, thatthey d not hazzard 
a Battell, for that the Town was'Toſt, ſo that they retired ; and" although that Solimar: pur. 
ſned them awhile, their Chieftain was ſo'cunning in-his Trade, as it was 1mpoſbble to engage 
them in the fight, or to keep them from making an honourable retreat ;; foriSoliman behold. 
ing ſrom an eminent place, thatthey were going to takea wood, where-it would have been 
dangerous to purſue them, and ſeeing likewiſe that it was almoſt night,” he returned to the, 
Camp : And whereas he had already ſent me troops enough, that I might no longer fear the re- 
volt of this people, I went to affure him that I had taken ſuch order, as he might by the breach 
enter into this rebellious Town. To tell you, Madam, how this Prince received me would be 
an impoſſible thing-; he carefſed me with ſo much. goodneſs, he.commendedme ſo highly, and 
ſaid ſo many times that he owed both his life and his honour uuto-me, as his praiſe-far ſur- 
fed that which I had done : And obſerving that I had ſtill a piece of the chain on, .which1 
1d brought back with me from the fight, he commanded it 'inftantly:to- be taken. eff. But: 
ſeeing that he could not forbear ſpeaking of me, and alwayes —_—__ ſome particularity. 


him by my hand, than any further to commend a vitory, - for which he was more engaged to 
his own good hap, than to my valour. This Prince grew ſuddenly filent hereupon, whereof} 
could not imaginethe cauſe; but I was not long in this uncertainty, for Soliman after he had: 
muſed a little, began to ſpeak, and tell me, how he was much troubled that his Religion would. 
not permit him to give any command to ſuch a man asI was, -and that it forced him te do an 
injuſtice, and to ſhew himſelf __— by conferring that on another which: I had acquired, 
I beſought him then to believe, that if his Higneſs was ſatisfied, ſo-wasT, and that I afpired to 
no other glory than that of pleaſing and ſerving him. He appointed the Saniac of Natolis 
then to go and command in the Town; and leſt the fear of chaſtiſement ſhould parry the 
Inhabitants to any revolt, he charged him to keep the fouldiers all night in Arms, and he 
ordained the fame in his Camp, the Enemies' not being ſo far off, butthat it might be feared 
they might make uſe of the advantage which the obſcurity of the night gave them to come 
and beat up ſome of our Quarters. After this he made a ſign for every one'to withdraw; 1 


would have obeyed like the reſt, but he let me know that this Commandment extended 


not to me, and that he deſired I ſhould ſtay with him. It was then, Madam, that Soliman 
ſurmounted my inſenſibility, by forcing me to begin to ſerve him with amity, and not with 
a ſimple acknowledgement, as I had done before ; and indeed to ſpeak truth, one muſt have 
renounced all reaſon not to have been moved with ſo much generoſity. + He igtreated me 
not as his Slave ; he ſpake not to me as to his inferiour ; he carefſed me not as.his equal, 
but as if I had been an hundred degrees above him, both in my birth in my merit, and in my 
valour : And to teſtifie unto me that this diſcourſe ws not a flattery wherewith he meant to 
recompence me, he ſware to me that it would be long of me if I did not reign in his Empire 
as abſolutely as he himſelf, and conjured me to furniſh: him with the means for it, becauſe 
without me he ſhould be conſtrained to be ingratefull, Fortune being - fo much his enemy, as 
he could not do good to the only man he loved, if I were not willing to it:alfo; Ar laſty 
Madam, afger an hundred of the moſt conjuring proteſtations that ean'be imagined, and after 
he had prayed me above an hundred times not to think il! of -him for the propoſition: he way 
going to make me, he undertook to perſwade me to quit my Religion for to embrace his, bes 


cauſe ſaid he, without that he muſt be ungratefull, 1 muſt be a Slave, and he muſt likewiſe be 


the moſt unhappy of men, there not ' being a more cruel adventure ( continued he) for a 
generous Prince, than not to be able to recompence a gallant ation, and to be conſtrained 
to leave a perſon in ſervitude whom he loves, and whom he eſteems ſo much, as to divide 
his Empire with him. | br 


After that this Prince had. ſaid all that ofity and affeQtion could make one to ſa ns 
ct himfa :

No, no itihall not be ſaid, that I could not recompence them, that have ſerved 
me, but with a ſhameful ſervitude:The demand, which thou haſt made me, is worthy of thy. ' 
gencrofity, but this recompence would be unworthy of Solzman, He had queſtionleſs pro-_ 
ceeded further, tiad he not obſerved my countenance to change, and fearing that he had diſ- 
leaſed me, he began to ask me pardon, when as I perceived that I was woundedin the left 
arm by the blood that trickled out of the ſleeve of my habit, ſothar doubting that I would 
fallinto a ſwoon he called in company ; and notwithitanding any thing I could ſay he would 
needs ſee my wound ſearched, which was not found dangerous,but which might have bin ſo, 
had the dreſſing of it been any-longer retarded. It isa range thing that I did not perceive it,8& 
if the propoſition which Soliman made unto me, had not moved me fo violently, as to make 
my wound but{t outa bleeding, I believe that] had gone away without heeding it. Solimar 
cauſed me to be carried into a'Tent, with ſo great a care, as one would have ſaid,that onthe 
conſervation of my life depended that of his;l began then to be no longer regardedas a Slave, 
but as the favourite of the Emperor; every one obſervedand careſſed me, and even he that 
had bought me, that had laid mein irons, and had condemned me to die, ,was one of the 
moſt careful of my health, In the mean time Soliman entered the next day into the Town 
with all the ceremonies of a Prince, thatis Vanquiſher of his rebellious ſubjects : The princi- 
pal inhabitants were brought before him bound in chains, and proftrated with their faces on 
the ground ; he informed himſelf preſently of the quality of their crime; hediſtinguiſhed 
thoſe, that had revolted out of malice, from thoſe that had ingaged in- it out of weakneſs, 
and by a goodneſs quite contrary tothe maximes of Tyrants,the lives of five or fix of the moſt 
culpable ſatisfied for the offence of all the reſt; and he ihewed an example of clemency; where 
others would haveſhewed one of cruelty under the name of juſtice. But whereas he had pro- | 
miſed the pillage-of the Town to the ſouldicrs, heayalil&not give them cauſe to. complain 
in atime when as the enemy was ſtill in the field; nefther would he alſolet them charge 
themſelves with booty, knowing well that the jnrichingof an Army is the deſtroyingof rt ; 
ſo that to content them, he cauſed themto. be told; that he was ready, to keep his promiſe 
with them, but judging it not fit, Zellebis having eſcaped from his revenge, that they 
ſhould load themſelves with unprofitable lumber, fince they - could neither carry it away, 
nor ſell-it, being conſtrained to follow- the enemy ; he offered to give each of them three 
months pay ,& promiſed them beſidesnot to return to Conſtantinople without recompencing 
their courage. The ſouldiers accepted of this propoſition, and that they might not have lei- 
ſure to repent them, Sol:man made them march a way threedays after; having left a ſtrong 
Garriſon inthe Town to hinder any new rcbellion, He had the Sporncls to deſire toknow_ 
almoſt every hower in whateltate I was, fo that having been aſſured my wound wouldnot 
keep me from following him, he teltified a great deal of joy for it. We marched then direct- 
diſcovered by our ſcouts where he was : But whereas Zellebs, who had joined himſelf to his 


| Troops, would not hazard a battel lightly, healwaies avoided with dexterity every place 


where he might be inforced to fight; and as he was.cunning, and malicious, ſo he invente 

a trick that ſucceeded happily with him, He ſaw well,that the Grand Signiors preſence was 
the ſoul of his Army; that his very ſight inſpired valor into his ſouldiers;and thatit would be 
bard to vanquiſh them, as long as he ſhould bea witneſs of their courage; that he alone could 
heap wealth and honor on them : He ſent then with all ſpeed ſome of his faction toaConſtan- 
tinople, to ſow arumor there that Sol/iman was dead ; that his Troops were defeated; and that. 


\ he wasdeclared Ernperor; making no queſtion, out of the knowledge he had of the Zani- 


zaries turbulent humor, which alwaies remained for the guard of the Seraglio,but that they 
would make ſome diſorder,that might recal Soliman to ConF#tantinople; as indeed this fad and 
falſe news was no ſooner publiſhed'there, butir prefently begotea terrible-confuſion, The 
Grand Viſier did all that hecou'd, to learn from whence this rumor was come, to appeaſe 
the Fanizaries, aſſuring them that he had no notice at all of what they were made to believe; 
but that, which hethought to retain them by, did but incenſe them the more, and confirm 
them in their opinion. For (ſaid they;) if Solimen were not dead, the report of his victories 
would reacheven hither ; in concluſion, the whole Seraglio, and all the people were in tears, . 
and all the Fan:zaries in arms : :But when the Gr ad Viſier, ieconded by ſome of the peo» 
ple, and by ſome of the Zanizaries, would have oppoſed them, they turned alltheir Len; eng 
u- 


. cording to their cuſtom, againſt the Fews and the Chriſtians, they plundered all their 


ſes, they demoliſhed their Chappells, they ſet ſome of them on fire, and in this confuſion 
making no diſtinAon betwixt a Turk& a Chriſt;an,little lacked bnt that they had pillag'd all - 
Conſtantinople, yea they almoit durſtenterpriſe to force the Seraglio. _. 
But in the midit of this diſorder the Grand Viſier . received a Letter from 
Soliman , which advertiſed him of the -happy ſucceſs of his Arms, to the end. 
he ſhould advertiſe his Subjects therewith, ſo that being aſſured of the verity of: the 
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fo much joy, as they made ſome impreſſion in the minds of the Farizaries; and having ſhew. 
ed the Grand Signiors Letters to ſome of them ; this truth was no longer doubted of any bo: 


dy. The moſt ſeditious and the moſt inſolent were the moſt amazed; the name of Soliman 


reitored to them thatreſpea which avarice and violence had baniſhed from them, they 
threw down their arms; and craved pardon ;. howbecit there were ſome of them, who fear. 


' ing to render that which they had taken away, made ftrange Propoſitions: But the Grand 


Viſier being wiſe and prudent, thought it would, be better to make them hope for. Grace, 
than to make them ſtand in dread of chaſtiſement, for fear leſt putting them in deſpair, they 
ſhoutd be carried again to ſome new violence. He promiſed them then to ſpeak t6 the Grand 
Signior for them, arid to-aſſure him that the news of His death had fo afflicted them, as not 
able to be revenged on thoſe who they believed had cauſed it, they would. atleaſt be reven- 

edon the enemies ofhis Religion: This diſcourſe began to calm their ſpirits, and whereas 
iis multitude ſeems alwaies in ſuch like encounters to have but one ſoul which makes them 
operate,though they be compeſed of perſons ofdifferent thoughts, they ſuffered themſelves at 
tength to be perſwaded that their crime ſhould not only be _unpuniſhed, but alſo be recom- 


- penced, as a mark of their zeal and affection. 


In the mean timethe Grand Viſier diſpatched away with ſpeed to Soliman to advertiſe 
him of this diſorder, and to beſeech his Highneſs if his affairs would permit it, to return un- 
to Conſtantinople, for fear ſomenew ſedition ſhould ariſe there; how it was unlikely, that 
the Chriſtians, Jews, and ſuch Turks as had been plundercd,ſhould not complain of the out: 
rage had been done them, and that theſe complaints ſhould not be purſued with a new, 
at airs of Hungary went tot very well, and rhat his 
preſence was neceſſary for the good of things. Solimar received this unpleaſing news with 
a great deal of grief, being ſorry toleave the victory over Zellebss to another, howbeit he 
judged his return to be of too great importance tobe deferred ; ſo that after he had given the 
command of the Army to the Baſfla S3az, and inſtructed him with the order that he would 
have him tohold, we departed for Con/tanrinople with as little company as poſſibly we 
could, to the end the Army migtit not be weakned, 1 ſay we departed, Madam; & {ce that 
fortunate day wherein my deſpair was ſo advantagious for me, I was inſeparable from S9/. 
man, had a part in all his ſecrets, he told meallhis thoughts, and my advices, and my cou- 
ſells made op moſt of his refolutions. Hisretyrn to Conſtantinople produced many effects 


there, he gave joy to the innocent, fear to the guilty, and hope to the Jews and Chriſtians - 
and truly all theſe apprehenſions were not ill grounded, for he rewarded thoſe that had bin 


faithful unto him ; he ſeverely puniſhed the ſeditions ; he cauſed all that had been taker 
from the Jews and Chriſtians to. be reſtored to them; he made their Chappels and their 
Houſes to be re-cdified ; and for their goods'which they had been robbed of, and could not 
be found, he paid them with hisown money. 

After this, Madam,tranquillity was more ſolidly eſtabliſhed in Conſtantinople, than it way 
before ; yet didnot the Emperour judge it fit to return into Naroliaby reaſon the affairs of 
Hungarywould not ſu ffer him to be ſo farabſented from it.Duringthis interval I had the ho- 
nor to talk every day with So/iman, and to receive fo many marks of his amity, asI could 


no longer refuſe him mine ; but whatſoever good will he bore me(if I may be permitted tg. 
ſpeak ſo) he could not forbear perſwading me to be of his Religion, whereuntol ſo ſtrongly: 
ppoſed my ſelf, in letting him ſee tlie ridiculous errors which it teacheth as notablets:

nall of peacez/ which puthim into ſuch ſtrange cholerz as herefalved to break through the 
teſs, to go preſent himſelf, and in perſon demand fatisfaction-forthe out-rage had beendone 
mby.ſo blacka calumnie. What ( ſaid he to hitnſelf, in ſccking ſtill to approach nearer) 
the King takes care for the life ofa man that ſpoyles me in my.honour.? hehathnot permit- 
ted the combat then, but out of hope that my enemy ,would vanquiſh, fince affoon as it 
appearcd that he had the worſt, heretained the hand of him that would have ſtabbed him, and 
ſaved the other from the puniſhment which he was going to receive; But ir is juſt that he 
ſhoold periſh by my hand ; andthat I ſhould be revenged by my ſelf. In the mean time the , 
preſs was ſo great, andthe people ſo thronged together for to: hear what the King faid to 
Mare and his adverſary,as the Marquis could not come neer him, till he had told them, that 
their courage had obliged him from having either of them acknowledged for the calumniator: 
and that in perſuance of this grace he commanded them to publiſh every; where, how the 
knew from his mouth, that the Marquis had been one of the formolt in the front of the battell 
that he. had been one of the laſt which he had ſeen fighting about him z and that if all the reſt 
had done their devoir aswellas he, he hadnotlolt his liberty.

I know very well, 
vir, ſince your Majeſty is fattsfied of my courage, thatl ſhould be ſo too; but it is not ſuf- 
ficient for your glory, that they whom you favour ſhould be valiant, they ought alſo for the 
wſtifying of your judgement to: be thought ſach by all the world; And therefore (if I may 
permitted to ſpeak ſo) I cannot indure that they, who have traduced me two hundred 
leagues from the battell, ſhould not by experience underftand, that I know not how to re- 
coil, -either'in agenerall, or particular combat : Grant me then out of juſtice that, whicti 
you have granted our of grace to mine enemy ; your equity and your glory 1s concerned here- 
m, and you cannot refuſe me thecombat which I demand, without covering me with ſhame 
and confuſion. The King having attentively heard him, ſaid, that his reſentment was noble, 
but hecould not for his own glory accord him that which he'defired : That the publique 
teltimony which he had given of his valour was more glorious than the death of his enemy, 
who. by his commandment would be conttrained to publith all his life-time the contrary of 
that which he had reported; That if he ſhould permit him the combat, he ſhould ſeem to po- 
{terity, that he himſelf had made doubt of his valour ; thatit would be to equall him with 
his enemy, which by no means he woulddo, neither waff it juſt he ſhbuld. The Marquis 
owing the King ſpeak after this ſort, was ſo ſeiſed with ſpightand grief,as he could not an- 
wer him, | 
Inzhe mean time the King, adviſing with the chiefeſt of his Court about what ſatisfaction 
tie might givethe Marquis, never heeded his going away ; for ſuddenly thruſting himſelf a-' 
monglt the preſs, he did- fo, as. before he could. be followed he took poſt, and went and hid 
himſelf inone ofhis friends houſes, forty Leagues off,” with an intent not to ſtir from thence 
but tobe revenged, The King was much offended with this aCtion of his, and although he 
loved the Marquis exceedingly, yet hisauthority ſeeming to be contemned thereby, he te- 
fiified a great deal ofdiſpleaſure for it, He charged fare not to fight with him, and yet 
commanded him-to acknowledge every where,..how that-which he hadfaid was falſe. This 
while the Marquis cauſed his enemy to be obſerved, and receivednews.of whatſoever paſſed 
at. Court; and whereas he hath a great and generous ſpirit, the alteration of the Kings fa- 
vour towards him touched him fo ſenſibly , as hedeſired his friends not to think of reftoring 
kanthereunto : Hetook order fecrerly for his affairs, ſetled his eſtate, raiſed a maſs of mony, 
great enough'to underfake a long voyage ; and: that done, reſolves to fight, not only with

length learns, that the Provoſt-Marſhall was ſent to Adarse to apprehend him; for the 
King had been advertiſed *both of his retreat, and of the 'time when he departed: tg 
return into his Country z So that oppreſſed with many misfortunes, he reſolved 0 

and paſs away certain moneths in ſome other place, hoping that in the mean time they 
might peradventure be wearied with continuall guarding of Afarse.. He went then inty 
Provence for his more ſecurity,where one of his particular friends lived, that was retiredfrom 
the Court, Being there,he underſtands that the Kings diſpleaſure is pacified, and that hig 
enemy is dead ; fo that the impoſſibility which he ſaw to be revenged, makes him. take the 
reſolution never to appear again at a Court, whoſe Prince had not intreated him very well

hath been givent hem, and thatis ſoneceſlary to them, as they cannot fail. But as for mag,

But whilit Yalero laughed at my adventure, and | was thinking how I might finiſh ir 
the poor Horrensio pait not his time away ſowell.For it fell outthat Leanardo had incounter'd 
him juſt as he went out of my lodging;howbeit he accoſted him civilly,& ſaid no more to him 
but that he had been an hour in fecking of him: For Horcenſioes countenance ſo little reſem- 
bled that of a thief, as he was ſomewhataffraid ta ſpeak to him. MHorrenſio anſwered there- 


. unto, that he would think himſelf happy, if itwere to command him any thing. How curte-+ 


ous he is ? (thought Leonardo with himſelf as he delivered to me afterward)andwhata pitty 
ty it is, that ſo handſom a man ſhou'd have ſo bad an inclination? Thentaking courage, he 
ſaid unto him, that having underſtood there was a ring in his hands, which had been loſt out 
of his houſe, he deſired he might ſee it, And whereas Horrenſio was ſurpriſed with this diſ- 
courſe,he ſcemed to be ſo confounded,as Leonards no longer doubted but that he was guilty.

In the mean ſpace theſe two diſguiſed Lovers finding no reaſon. for thern to diſcover them- 
ſelves, were even in diſpair with it.. They ſaw the Princeſs eve; Yay more firm in the teſo- 
lution ſhe had taken; for whereas they were degterous and interefſed, they had ſo gained ſome 
of the Princeſſes Officers, as by them they knew all that did paſs, and all thathad palt. I have 
oyed a good part;of the day in ſeeing him paint, this

- I marvail, . faid the Princeſs.unto bim,; ifhe be ſuch as you fay, oy ou, would ſave 
im; for bei at in birth, mighty in riches, 'and ſp verepoungs you paint him forth to be, 
he muſt alſo Four doubt be liberal, ſo that I do not ſee any reaſon for yout abandoning him. 
That is it,, Madam,” anſwered he, wheteinI cannot ſatisfie you; howſoever I can affure you, 
that nextto;you, there is no body in the world. whom 1 would ferye with more alfe&tign. It 
 wasin this ſort that the Prince of Salerno began to give. good imptefſions of himſelf tothe 
Princeſs, that he might prepare her the better to his Ihe: and divers times'the Princeſs and 
dethadfnchlike converſations. +; fl ob bra tr, ny 1.

Princeſs was preſently advertiſed theresf, who cog reſolution, commanded, - that 
the Prince of Salernees meſſenger and his train onely ſhould be admitted, and that withall they 
ſhould come'into the port in the fame barque which had been ſent-forth to diſcover them, The 
buſineſs was executed as ſhe had commanded it ; the Painter, the Muſician, and my ſelf, were 
at that time with her ; and whereas ſhe remembred that this Painter had told her, -how he had 
belonged to the Prince of Salerno: You ſhall ſee now, faid ſhe unto him, that your old 
Maſter will draw you away from my ſervice ; if it ſhould be ſo, continued ſhe, what anſwers 
will you have me make ?

As he ſaid thus, his prope arrived, who, without making ſhow of knowing him, ſaluted the 
Princeſs 'with a great deal of 'reſpect, and the Prince of Slernoes old Governour delivered 
her a letter written to her from his Maſter ; ſhe read it with bluſhing , and though I percei- 
yed a great deal of unquietneſs in the Painters face, 'yet was I Joys that only the intereſt 
which he ſeemed to have in the Prince of Salerno, or the feaFhe was in leait he ſhould be 
forced to quit the Princeſles ſervice, was the cauſe of it. After the reading 'of this letter I 
knew by her diſcourſe that it was a propoſition of marriage , and a declaration-of love. She 
ſaid to the Princes Mefſenger, that his Maſter did her an honour which ſhe was unworthy of, 
And whereas this Governour wapld have inlarged himſelf upon the praiſes of his Maſter, I 
know his vertue and his merit, replyed ſhe, and here you ſee 'one by me, faid the Princefs, 
ſhewing him the Prince of Salerno, who hath drawn me his picture, and I doubt not but it is 
very like him, ſince I can affure you that he is one of the beſt Painters of the world.

Permit me, Madam, ſaid the Painter interrugting him, to clear my ſelf of the douhy where- 
in I am, and to ask of this enemy to the Prince'of Salerno, whether he be young, or old, and 
in-what place they grew egpaineed together ?. for as he talks, Idare ſay he knows him not, 
He is young, anſwered Don Fernando, and. that you may not think but that I know him; 1 acl 
aſſure you that I found him the firſt time I ſaw him at Naples to have but ® bad aſpect, andto Pr;

- You dome 
too rtach honour, anſwered the Painter coldly; but"to:dtaw me-ont of the doubt wherein I 
am, tell me; who hath informed you that the Princp of Saleynois-\> fantaſtical? . All his ſer- 
vants, replyed the other, who-complained exceedingly of it; | 4' wonder at that, ſaid the Pain- 
ter ; but who hath told you too, that he was not rich ? All the people of Naples, anſwered 
the other, who are well acquainted with the diſorders of his Houſe ;. and then again I per- 
ceived it well enough my ſelf, for he gave me nothing for the/pains F took in- teaching him to 
ſings Itisnot-his cuſtom to be ſo ſparing, anſwered the Painter; Burt tell me yet, who ſerved 
him at that time ? This old Governor which-you ſaw but now, was ,he with him? : What were. 
his recreations ? what was his delight ? what was his imployment ?. I think I did not ſee that 
manabout him, anſwered Dor Fernandes, and for his Maiter, Ifound him ſolittle worthy of 
eſteem, that I did not obſerve him ; howſoever I am very ſure that he is not conſiderable at all; 
either in the Court of Spaiz, or with the Vice-Roy. I ſee noliklyhood, replyed: the Painter, 
for one to belieye that the Emperor and the Vice-Roy have entertained you with theſe matters, 
whilſt you were playing on the Violl. There is yet leſs, faid the Muſician, that they 


ſheuld tell you the contrary of that which I affirm, whilit you were beſmearing of walls. Ah? , 


Madam , faid the painter interupting him, permit me to puniſh the lying and malice of this 
impoſtor, who dares traduce a man ſo inſolently, whom certainly he doth not know, and- a 


Prince too, who cannot be abſolutely without merit, ſince he is capable of the deſign to ſerve | 


you; He hath been my Maſter, and i9mow your ſervant, pardon me then if for your ſakeT loſe 
the reſpect which is due unto you. Do not you fear, faid the Princeſs unto him, that Doz Fer- 
nandoes ſpeeches ſhall ever hurt the Prince of Salerno; neither doubt you, that this noble ar- 
dor which you ſhow in maintaining his party ſhall diſpleaſe me, but contrarily I ſhall efteem of 
youthe more for it ; and 1 forbid Don Fernando from ever ſpeaking 'of that Prince but with 
reſpe&t; but withall I charge you not to remember what he hath ſaid, and command both of 
ou once more to live lovingly-together. 
* The Painter wholly filled with hope, rendred thanks to 'the Princeſs; and the Muſician not 
able to do otherwiſe, got him away aſſoon as the 'P#sxceſs 'was entred into her Cabinet, 
with a purpoſe to anſwer the letter which ſhe had received! from the Prince of Salerno : Who 
being withdrawn in private, and reflefting on Don Fernandoenboldneſs in — of a lie, 
and on all that had paſt betwixt them, he no longer doubted but that he was a man of quality, 
vvhom the ſame reaſon vvhich had him a painter had made a Muſician; ing then to look 
on Don Fernando, as on his Rivall, he had an hundred times a mind to diſcover himſelf unto 
him, that he might oblige him to fight vvith him ;- but this firſt ſenſe of revenge and jealoufie 
being over, he ok it vvould ruine his deſign ; For he conſidered, that if the Princeſs an- 
fwer to him was favourable, he ſhould have time enough to be revenged ; and if he were not, 
that then he ſhould diſcover himſelf to-ill purpoſe, and deprive himſelf of the means of exe- 
cuting that which he had premeditated ; he reſolved then to make a ſhew, in cafe the Pron- 
ceſs anſwered rigourouſly, of having forgotten-what had paſt, with an intent to live very ci- 
villy with Doz Fernandc, to the end that converſing often with him, and obſerving all his 
actions, he might not be prevented by him, Don.

This man raviſhed to ſee the Son of his old Maſter, but more yet 
with his liberality, teſtified after this manner , both his acknowledgment, and his joy. In the 
mean time the Prince of Salerno, who had not made himſelf known unto him js to inrich 
him, told him how he was to ſerve him in a buſineſs that concern'd all his happineſs.”

Alte 
he had reaſoned thus with himſelf, he reſolved to-cxecute that which he had premeditated long 
before, judging rightly by the anfwer-which the Princeſs had given his Meſſenger, that nothing 
but violence could put him in poſſeſſion of her. bk. 
This deſign being abſolntely concludeg, he ſought for the means to execute it. This Serjeant 
ht him a Fiſher-man into a'place apart, whom he inſtructed with that which he would 
have himto do; and the next day this man went out of the Town about eight of the clock in 
the morning laden with nets, and: (as I have already ſaid). before the Gyard was riſen ; but 
when it was towards evening, he gave over fiſhing, and went to meet with two Souldiers dif 
guiſed like Fiſher-men, who came by land from the Prince,of Salerno's Veſſell, which was 
at YVills-Franco, and waited for him at a certain Rendezvouz which had been appointed him:

He gave them the time and the fignal ofthe 
enterpriſe; and thinking that he had well diſpoſed of every \q+ 0 e —"_m_ into the Caſtle 
as he uſcd todo, taking but twoPittols and a ſword along with him, which he carried ſecretly 
into his chamber, in caſe any violence ſhould be offered him before his defign could be'execu- 
ted. If the Prince of Salerno was buſied,no leſs was Don Fernando;For he had underſtood ſom 
dayes before, by the return of him whom he had ſent into the oomape be that according tg 
his, and the Marquis of Gxaſts diretiqns, he had brought him ſtore of mqny ang jewely, jo- 
gether with five hundred men, which were cqme thither ngt ina bqdy, but two and two in 
a company ,& ſo wer lodged in all the Villages about Monaco,with expreſs order torendex 
themſelves all upon a certain night, whereof they ſhould be advertiſed, within a mile ofthe 
Town ;'So that Dor Fernando ſtaid for nothing but the return of the Captain of fas Gatg 
who was gone to Genona, and whoſe faith he had corrupted.

the window ofhis chamber with the help ofaladder of” cords, and4commanded the Sergeant 


to go andfeizeuponthe Gate of the Town, that he might- forcibly carry away the Princeſs 


in his Veſſel, which was to be at the Port at the fame hour, we heard the outward chamber. 
door broke open; whereizport the Princeſ; gave a'great'skrik, and without ſtanding to know 
what the matter ſhould be,the firit thing that came into her thought was to put on her cloths, 
to the end ſhe might-notbe found in bed, wherein I helped her with all the ſpeed that poſſi- 
bly 1 could. Inthe mean time her women cryed out at the windows, but the Princeſſes Of. 
ficers lay in a quarter fo far of, becauſeſhe never feared any thing from the Towns ſide, 'and 
the Prince of Salerno'szxecution was fo ſudden, as featcely had the Princeſs gotten ona 
Night-gown with much haf,but he entred into her chamber followed byten ſouldiers, having 
left two at the Caſtle-gate;whohad ſtabbed the Porterupon his awaking.Ileave you to think 
what the Princeſs became in this occaſion, when as mavgre her reſiſtance and mine, mavgre 
her tears, and maugre her crycs, ſhe ſaw her ſelf carried away forcibly, by theſe ſouldiers, 
and led out of the Caſtle, ' I can indureno more, ſaid 7uſtiniano, with as much grief, and al.

And whereas the Snow had extinguiſhed all thefires in the Army, the darkneſs joyned 
tothe roaring of the winds, to thenoiſe which the Snow made in*overturning the Tents, 
tothecries of the Souldiers in anſwer to the Commands of their Leaders, and to the la- 
mentations of dying men, rendered this night ſo dreadful,asI do not think one can meet 
with an occaſion able to give more tcrror than that did : the conſtancy of Viama was not for 
all that ſhaken ; and though his Tent was overthrown as well as the reſt, yet loſt he not his 
Judgment: and cauſing himſelf from the firit beginning of the ſtorm to be heard as well as he 
could, he commanded every one to pet out of their Tents, and afterwards to keep in their 
places; for fear leſt thinking to avoid death, they might the ſooner find it in approaching to 
the Mountains. But at laſt upon the return of the day, the tempelt ended, and the Sun made 
usſee one of the pitifulleſt objects that ever was beheld. This deadly fight, able to allay the 
courage of any but Viama, augmented his;and he reſolved to be revenged of his Encmie: for 
the loſs he had ſuſtained by the Tempelt. Wherefore he ggade a ſpeedy review of his Army, 
and finding that he had loit but two thouſand men that night, he concluded to ſer upon his 
Enemies.

—_—y againſt the point of a Rock, broke all to pieces, and ſeparated us,butin what manner 
t was done I am not able totell you;for I was fo troubled,and the horrors of death ſeized on 
me in ſuch fort at that dreadful initant, as I knew not what becameof me, Yet was not 
the Sea altogether unpitiful unto us,for by an extream good fortune in the midſt of our ill for- 
tune, it carried us to the ſhoar, which was not far oft; and not only preſerved our lives, but 
made mebe found within thirty paces ofthe place, where the waves had cait up the divine 
Axiamira ina ſwoon as well as I. 
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ſometimes long and dangerous conſequences, You may well remember how I told you ye. 


ſterday, that the Sophi gave the Princeſs Axiamira's and my picture to a forreign Merchant, 
with order never to ſell them to any but Princes:And you have told me, if I te not deceived, | 


that you knew how that Merchant, being miſtaken in ſelling one of thoſe piCtures to Soliman, 
gave him thatof the Princeſs Axiamira for mine. Now, my Lord, the ſame error produced 
another ; for that Merchant, paſſing afterwards to the place where Prince Gianger lived, old 
him my picture for that of Axiamira 3 Bur if the firit fault had been the cauſe of carrying 
_ away the Princeſs by force,the ſecond occaſioned that which you are going to hear. 

"The ſame day wherein weſuffered Shipwrack,PrinceG#anger(who as you know remained 
by Solimans Order,very near tothe place where we were catt on ſhoar) walking that way, 
came by chance where I lay extended on the ſands as a dead perſon. This accident ſurprized 
him; my ſex, my age, my habit, which was rich and extraordinary ; and more then all that, 
that pity whereof this vertnous Prince was capable,cauſed him to approach unto me,and not 
Judge me unworthy of his aſſiſtance, And then again, though the eitate wherein I was had 
infinitely changed me, he conceived that ] was not altogether unknown to him, and thathe 
had ſeen ſomething that reſembled me. But he had no ſooner made the ſand, which cleaved 
to my face,to be taken away ,but his memory brought back into his imagination my pictur 
which' he had bought of that Merchant, and which he believed to be Axiamira's. A 
whereas by chance he had'it about him that ſameday, he opened the caſe whercin.it was, and 
obſerving there all the features of my face, though the ayrof it was ſomewhat changed, heno 
longer doubted but that I was the Princeſs of Perſia, confirming himſelf further in this opi- 


nion by my apparel, which he ſaw to be altogether like to that which I wore in my picture, 


For the Sophs having found, that the habit of an Amazon, which the Painter had given us, 
was more advantageous than ours, would needs have the Princeſs and I wear it ever after. In 
this bclief, Prince G5anger redoubled his caxe; and ſeeing me fetch aſfigh, which. made him 
know that was ſtill alive, he cauſed me to be carriedto the next houſe to the place where 
was; and commanded ſome of his: people to goalong by the Sea ſhoar, to ſee if they could 
find any other perſon that had need of ſuccor, imagining rightly, that I had not ſuffered ſhi 
wrack alone. But ſcarcely had he given this Ordgr, when one of his ſervants came and roll 
him, that ſome thirty paces from thence there lay a woman attired in the ſam@Amanner, and 
in the ſame eſtate that I was, who without doubt was not dead, becauſe he had difterned ſom 
motion of breathing in her. | DS 

The Prince, having left me to the care of his people, went to ſee that which this man told 
him of; but he did no ſooner caſt his eyes on the Princeſs Axiamira ( for it was ſhe whom 
this man had found) but he felt himſelf preſt with an extraordinary defire to be able to ſave 
her ; and the compaſſion which he had on heradded ſo many charms to. her beauty, as he 
ſwore unto me afterwards,he had never ſcen her more beautiful then ſhe was in that deplora- 
" ble eſtate. He himſelf helped to carry her to the place where they had already laid me ; and 
though he was'perſwaded that 7 was the Princeſs of Perſia, and that Axiamira was oneof 
my maids of honor,he took at the leaſt as much care of her as of me,and it might be ſaid that 
he did not ſerve me but out of reſpect andintereſi,and that he aſſiſted her already out of incli- 
nation. At length, my Lord,meeting with ſome women in the houſe whither we had been 
carried, they took ſuch a courſe withus, agthey brought us out of our ſwoon. I was the firſt 
that opened my eyes, and to whom reaſon began to give a ſenſe ofour miſ-fortunes, by the 
atone wherewith I was ſeized, in ſeeing my ſelf in the hands of ſo many unknowg

oF But if their faces, their habits, and their language ſurprized me, their officious endeavors 
gave me ſome hope. This aſtoniſhmentbeing over, my firſt thought was for Axiamira. Alas/ 

r Princeſs, ſaid Taloud, what is thy deſtiny ! Prince Ginger hearing me ſpeak thus (fot 

healone underſtood the Perjian tongue) believed that by thoſe few-words | deplored my 
own miſ-fortune; ſo tharqitting Axiamira, 'to render me that whichhe thought. he owed 
tomy. condition, he cameto comfort me, and aſſured methat'/ was in place where the ſame 
ſervices and honors ſhould bedbne me, asif I wertein the Court of thg: Soph my father. 1 
was equally ſurprized, both with hearmg Gianger ſpeak to'me in- the Perſian tongue; and 
with his taking me for Axiamira. Hewbeit finding-my ſelf in the'hands of people that were 
unknown to me, I refolved nottodiſ-abuſe them; hoping that this opinion would make me 
bewith the more ſafety imongſtrhem,and would"poflcſs them with the more reſpe@ ; But 
T would nat avouch ſo much preciſely, fo that 7 contented my ſelf with telling him, thativ 
theeſtate wherein 7 was. the beſt that could arriveunto me was todye3 nevertheleſs that/ 


would not refuſe his affiſtance and protection, ſeeing he. had the generoſity-toioffer itme. 


Theſe few words had like to have made me fall again into a ſwoon, juſtas the Princeſs brgan 
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that ſeparated us, '

In the mean time the Prince ſent for a Charret, to carry us to the place of his ordinary teſi- 
dence, to the end we might be the better aſſiſted there by a Jewiſh Phyſician, who by reaſon ' 


of his age could not come where we.were, and whom ye tryed afterwards to be one of the 
' knowingſt men of the world ig-that profeſhon. It was then, niy Lord, that I was greatly 
amazed; for theſe people having ſet me inthe Charret, the Prince came and asked of me, 
whether I wauld be pleaſed, that a maid, whom he believed did belong unto me,becauſe ſhe 
had been found on the Sea ſhoar in the ſame caſe he had taken me up, ſhould come into the 
Charretto me? Ideſired him with much impatience tolet her be broughit, imagining that.it 
might be Axiamirs. As indeed,he had no ſooner commanded it, but I ſaw two men bring 
her rome ina Chair. . And truly in this encounter it fell out well for thedeſign we had after- 
wards, that Cianger was a pretty way ffom us,and that there was no body near us whichun- 
derſtood my language; for as ſoon as I ſaw her, I could not forbear cryingout ; Ah !. excel- 
lent Princeſs, live you ffill ? andhath fortune been ſo pitiful, as not to ſeparate your deſtiny 
from mine ? My. voyce revived Axiamira more then all the remedies they had uſed to her 
till then ; and as ſoon as ſhe was in the Charret where I was, ſheembraced me with ſo much 
joy .,as ſhe thereby recovered the uſe of her ſpeech,to teſtifie nnto me the comfort ſhe received 

- Inſeeing her ſelf with me. But,continuedſhe, my dear Felixana, ip what Country are we? 
who are theſe that affilt us? and what intereſt have they. in ouggconſervation ? do they not 
pretend to force us to live,to conſtrain us afterwards tohave recourſe unto death, byreturning 
us into the hands of Ruſtan. For ſaid the,I ſee them have Turbants, whoſe colour makes me 
know them to be Solimans Subjefts. Madam, aid I, I cannot anſwer ro ſo many things, 

though I have for above two hours obſerved, with a judgment ſound enough. all that hath beer) 
done here. But this 1 can tell you, that he, who ſeems to be theMaſter of all them I have ſcen, 
is exceeding civil,and ſhould be a man of greatquality,ſo far asIcan gueſs bythe high reſpect 
which thereſt do give him. But that which troubles me is, his taking me for you, and his 
aſſuring me in our language, that I ſhall kave the ſame honor done mie here,asin the Court of 
the Sophi my father, 7t may be,ſaid the Princeſs,I can remember ſome words of the Tark:ſb 
tongue, which I learned ofan old Slave when I was a child; and then making a ſign to one 
of thoſe which accompanied us, that ſhe would ſay ſomething to him, when as he care near 
her, and that ſhe had ſfudied a while, ſhe demanded of him with much ado,and iri a language 
that was not very intelligible,the name of him that commanded them. This man —_ 
not at firſt what ſhe would ſay to him, but at length joyning ſigns to her ſpeech, ſhe made het 
Flf be underſtood. He anſwered her then in his language, that ir was the Prince G5anger, 
\This name of Gsanger touched the Princeſs ſenſibly, and making a ſign to this man, thatihe 
had no more toſay fo him ; I knew full well, faid ſhe to me, . that Fortune did not fave me, 

. but to undo me;and that ſhe kept me nos from perithing, but to expoſe me to new mileries; 
for, ſaid ſhe, he in whoſe power we are is the ſon of So/imar. It isnot becauſe Fame doth 
not ſpeak advantageouſly ofhim ; but ſtill, he is the ſon ofa man, which hath cauſed me to

Perſia. | This Felixana, anſwered I coldly, had queſtionleſs #beauty extraordinary enough 
to oblige Soliman to buy her picture. Now, my Lord, itis certain that this diſcourſe ſur- 
prized me; for then I knew, that the Merchant, to whom our piCtures had been given, was 


. dexceived,and had not underſtood the Soph; well; the likeneſs of clothes having no doubt con- | 


tributed much to the making of this error. So it was, thatI plainly perceived how Soliman 


had effectively loved Axiamira by means ofher picture, but under the name of Felixana,' 


which had occaſioned her forcible cagrying away ; and how the ſame error, and the ſame 
change of pictures, was the cauſe that Prince G5azger took me for her, as the Emperor had 
| before taken her for me. | 
| Touching the ſecond thing, which Thad demanded of the Prince, he eaſily granted it me; 
for whereas he was become defperately in love with the Princeſs Axiamira, his defire was 
not to be obliged to carry us ſo ſoon to Soliman, as maximgof Srare required : It being un- 
likely, thatthe daughter of a great King ſhould be in his hands, and he not remit her into 
the Emperor his fathers, as ſoon as it was known. So to content me, and to ſatisfic himſelf, 
he forbid thoſe, which had tld any notice of the quality he gave me, tobe known of it : And 
ſtill, to gain time,lI made my indiſpoſition laſt as long as poſſibly I could, In the mean ſpace 
the Prince, who at firſt ſight had been mightily taken with the beauty of Axiamira, eould:

We lived ſometime in this fort, with content enough, thatis to ſay, as long as the Princes

The, Prince heard Axiamira with great agitations of ſpirit : He was traviſhed to ſee that. 
his paſſion had ſo noble and ſo great an object ; but” the Sulran's love gave him no little un- 
quietneſs ; and not knowing what todo, he continued a while without ſpeaking ; but at length 
he ſaid thus ; Do not think, Madam, that my filence is an effec of my irreſolution, I have not 
been conſidering whetherl ought to ſerve you, but of the means I am to uſe for it. Fear not then 
that I will carry you to Conſtantinople, and believe that therein I ſhall ſerve my ſelfns leſs 
than I ſhall ſerve you. But, Madam, when I ſhall be reſolved exactly-to follow your plea- 
fure, will it be juſt, that for ſaving you from peril, I ſhould remain the moſt unhappy of 
men? That for delivering you from the violence of Soliman, you ſhould abandon me to 
the violence of my deſpair, by ordaining me to let you return into Perſsa? For, Madam, 
henceforward my deſtiny is inſeparable from yours; and I ſee no mean betwixt dying agd 
abandoning you. | BD | 
The Prince made this diſcourſe with ſo many teſtimonies of affection, as the Princeſs was 
in ſome ſort moved therewith. My Lord, ſaid ſhe unto him, I ſhould eiteem my ſelf very infor- 
tunate, if my encounter ſhould prove fatal to you, and that by a deſtiny wholly particular 
tome, my misfortune ſhould be ſo great, as to be communicated to the perſons that aſſiſt 
me. But will believe, that the matter ſhall not goin that manner, and I wiſh with all my 
heart, that you may have as much proſperity, as I have miſery. And that you may khowT 
deſire your felicity, conſider to what rigours of Fortune I am expoſed. I requeſt you that you 
will not condu& me to Conſtantinople, to avoyd the violence of Soliman; and I requeſt you 
alſs that you will not condu me into Perſia, to avoyd the violetice of a Father, and the in- 
ſolence of a brutiſh man, who will both uſurp the Empire, and force me to be his wife. . But, 
my Lord, as I. requeſt theſe two things of you, ſol requeſt yet one more, and that out of 
ſenſe of glory and honour, which are the two moſt powerfull inclinations of my Soul ; and 
it is, my Lord, that I may remain no longer in your hands : For albeit I fear nothin from ſo” 
vertuous a Prince, yet ſhall I be very glad, that Envy may not find any thing to charge my 
reputation with. So do then, my Lord, that I may not go to Con#fantinople; that I may not 
return into Perſ:a; that I may not continue in your hands; that I may find a ſanctuary where 
Civility permits me to abide ;.or that I may dye at your feet. Granger was ſo raviſhed with 
the vertue and wiſdom of Axiamira, as turning himſelf to me, It muſt beacknowledged, 
faid he to me, that the Princeſs is incomparable ; that I have been blind indeed ngt to know 
her, and to reſiſt the ſecret motiops which advertiſed me of my duty. After this he ſtood a 
pretty while without ſpeaking, then ſuddenly beginning again. IfT had not, Madam, faid he 
unto her, found out the means to yn you in ſafety, and to content my ſelf alſo, I ſhould dye 
with grief; but ifI be able to offer you the company of a Princeſs, whoſe vertue is without 
ſtain, whom you may abſolutely command, and who is wife to Prince 24«/t«pha my Brother, 
I think you will have cauſe to be fatisfied. Axiamira was exceding glad of this propoſition, 
having oftentimes before heard ſpeak of the vertue of MuFapha's wife, who ſhe had been 
told was deſcended of the ancient Kirigs of Cappadocia. So that addreffing her ſelf to the 
Prince with a preat deal of ſatisfaction, may I hope, my Lord, ſaid ſhe unto him, 'that Prince 


| Muſtapha, and his excellent wife, will permit meto live unknown in their Palace, untill that 


Fortune, weary of perſecuting me; ſhall no wee keep me from returning into my —_ 
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Your vertue alone will oblige theirs to ſuccour you, but if. that were not, the firict friendſhip 
which is betwixt us will oblige them ſufficiently unto it. All J4=ſtapha's intereſts: are mine, 
- even as my Fortune is his. And truly we are far from thoſe apprehenſions of State, which for 
' ſolong a time have made the children of the Orhoman Family to tear one another in pieces like 
enraged Tygers; and I am well aſſured that if J{u#apha, my eldeſt Brother comes once to 
the Empire, he will let me enjoy the felicity of his Retgn, and will not ſend me either mutes or 
ſlaves to ſtrangle me. I tell you all theſe things, Madam, to the end you may not doubt bur 
that the ſanftuary which I have propounded unto.you, will be inviolable. Moreover, wherc- 
as Muſtapha is Governour of Amaſia, and that City is the Capital of Cappadocia, which we 
call Amaſia, you may well conceive that you will be far enough from Conſtantinople, and 
_ ſo far from Perſia, but that you may eaſily hear from thoſe which are affected to you 
ere. 

All theſe particulars having ſeemed very reaſonable unto me, I the more confirmed the Prin- 
ceſs in the deſign ſhe had to accept of them, both for her intereſt and mine own ; it being moſt 
certain, that I no leſs feared the Soph:'s love, than ſhe did Deliments. This reſolution taken, 
nothing was thought on but executing it : G:arger diſpatched a man, who was faithful! to 
him, to let 1Mxſtapha underſtand that which he defired of him ; but with ſuch preſſing terms, 
as it had been impoſſible for his brother to have refuſed him. And giving order for the de- 
parture bf the Princeſs, whom before folks he intreated as he was wont to do, we ſet forth 
two days after for Amaſia, with as little company as might be, and in Txrkzſh habits, to be the 
leſs noted. I will not tell you, my Lord, with what generoſity Prince ſu/tapha, and Saraiaa 
his wife, received Axiamra ; let it ſuffice me to ſay, that Granger, having left us ſome two 
miles ſhort of Amaſia, under the charge of an old Governour of his, in whom he very much 
confided, and having acquainted his brother and ſiſter in law with our Fortunes, they rengred in 
poeonr to Axiamira all the honours which ſhe could have received in-her own Countrey. A 
ittle while after all that we had delivered was plainly juſtified. For MMxſtapha underſtood the 
return of R#ſtar, and his diſgrace ; and preſently thereupon he was told, that the Princeſs and 
I were not-at the Sophi's Court; that the report went we were drowned ; and that others 
believed how Fachmas and Deliment had cauſed us to be forcibly carried away. After this we 
lived happily enough; ſu/tapha's care, Saraides compliance ,j and Giarger's reſpectful 
affection, rendred our Exile ſupportable enough. 

Axiamira could not for all that be at reſt ; ſhe wrote many times to divers perſons, which 
were affected to her in Perſia, without ever receiving any anſwer. ' - And whereas ſhe ſaw no 
end of her miſeries, ſhe could not be without unquietneſs ; which at length brought her to a 
ſickneſs, which it was thought would prove mortal to her. Her Feaver was not very violent, 
but it was without intermiſſhon ; and though ſhe felt no great pain, yet was ſhe ſo weak, and 
ſo low brought, as we durſt not hope fhe could -ſurmount-the diſeaſe wherewith ſhe was 
taken : during the which Saraida and I never abandoned her; and the two Princes ſaw her 
as often, as the neceſſity of their affairs, and civility would permit them, ' Now though 24+ 
Fapha had nothing but friendſhip for Axiamira, yet ſeemed he to be as much afflicted as G:- 
auger; ſuch a ſympathy was there in all things between theſe two excellent Princes. We 
continue three Months in this ſort, without — what we were to expect concerning 
the Princeſſes life : for albeit at length the Feaver left her ſometimes, yet was it for ſo little 
while, as it did not permit us to hope the recovery of her health. But whileſt I was ſhedding 
tears for her, the Princes and Saraida took great care to conceal from the Princeſs, and me too, 
that- Soliman had made War in Perſia; which was the cauſe I knew not that Vlama had 
betaken himſelf to his party. And that which kept M/tapha from ſaying any thing to us of 
it, was not only the fear of aſflicting Ax:iamira, but the doubt Giancer was in, that if ſhe 
came once to know it, ſhe would be averted from a Prince, whoſe Father went about to deſo- 
late her Countrey. We lived then above two Months in this ignorance after the Princeſs was 
out of r: for whereas we ſaw no body but -J4nHtapha, Saraida, and Gianger that unde- 
' ſtood our language, it was caſfie for them to keep us from knowing any thing but what-they 
leaſed. But one day as the Princeſs and I were alone, ſpeaking of the affection that Granger 
Yre her, and amplifying his vertues, which I oppoſed to the vices of Delimenr, I in ſome 
fort prefſed her to acquaint me with the thoughts which ſhe had for him. Why I will tel 
you now, Felixana, ſaid ſhe unto me, I eſteem of G5anger as much as his vertue doth merit; 
I do acknowledge his good-Offices as much as one can ; and I bear as much good will to him 
in my heart; as I do to Prince Aſ{ahamed my Brother : but for that paſſion, which diſorders 


the mind, which deſtroyes Reaſon, and which troubles the reſt of them whom it poſſeſſeth, L 


am not capable of it; and I could wiſh that Giarger carried a mbrg quiet affection to me. 

' That weakneſs is a blemiſh, which I do not deſire ſhould be in great Souls : nor is it any thi 

- tut the ſubtilty of men which hath perſwaded us, that this paſſion is not vicious, __ a 
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Book II. The Inftrious B ASSA. 224 
others are, and that every one believes them to be ſo, though they do not produce fuch deadly 
effects. And to, know; how much more dangerouy it is than the reſt, we are but to conſider 
how it commonly ſtirs up all of them ; Hatred, Anger, Envy, and Ambition it felf, ate many 
times the followers of it ; yet do not'think that >will be ungrateſull to Prince Gianger ; for 


know, how averſe ſoever I am from marriage, I would notwithſtanding reſolve to be his 
wife, rather than render him unhappy, if the Soph; and Soliman could conſent thereunto. For, 


- continued ſhe, I may indeed oppoſe the Soph:'s pleaſure, but Fcan never be drawn to dif poſe 
' of my ſelf without his order. As I was going to take G:anger's part, he entred into the Prin- 


ceſſes Chamber, and approaching to her with all the obſervance which he was accuſtomed to 
yield her, he began to talk to her of his affection; and he repreſented unto her the reſpect 
wherewith he had ſerved her, the greatneſs of his love, the little teſtimony ſhe had given him 
of accepting it, the deplorable eſtate of his Fortune, the ſmall likelihood there was, that after 
ſo many Letters vainly written into Perſia, that the friends which ſhe had left, were Kill 

nerous enough to ſerve her, That he knew how the Sophi was more affected to Deliment 
| ever, and*that he alone governed the Empire : So that ſhe could never hope, either to. 
alter Deliment, or to make the Soph: change his- reſolution, but by the neceſſity of reſolving 
on that which they could no longer avoyd. © ; 

I perceive well, my Lord, anſwered ſhe ſighing, that my misfortune is ſo ſtrange, as the moſt 
ingenious ſpirit could not foreſee any other end of it, than fuch as muſt be fatal to me ; for if 
| Fave enemies in Perſ:a, I have others alſo at Conſtantinople, But to anſwer the complaints 
which you make againſt me, I will open my heart*unto you, and ifafter that you be not ſa- 
tisfied, I profeſs that Fortune hath not yet made me feel her cruelleſt rigours. Ah, Madam, 
faid the Prince interrupting her, ſuffer me firſt to tell you, that if you'deprive me of the hope 
which my extream love hath made me conceive, _— will be able to preſerve my life. My 
Lord, replyed Axiamira, have-patience, and donot condemn me without hearing me. And 


to begin with the Obligations wherein I am engaged to you ; I know that I owe you my life ; 


\ that the reſpect which! you have ſhewed to me, in a time when you knew me not for that 


which I was, hath ſenſibly obliged me ; and that the generoſity which you have demonſtra- 
ted in providing me a ſanctuary, and, preferring my intereſts before Solimans and the Em- 
ires, merits an eternal acknowledgment. I have alſo obſerved againt my cuſtom, that you 
_ an affection to me, and I am ſo powerfully perſwaded of it, as you cannot defire I 
ſhquld be more : but, my Lord, ifI may be permitted to ſpeak freely, I mult tell you, that 
the eſſkre-rnake of ſo manyrare qualities, as are in you, juyned to the obligations wherein 
'Tam engaged to you, could never for all that beget an aftection in my heart like unto yours. 
Yet do not think I am ingratefull, or inſenſiole ; but contrarily, I love you ſo much the more 
perfectly, asI can ſpeak it without bluſhing ; I, my Lord, Ilove you with a friendſhip, ſo 
ſolidly eſtabliſhed, as neither ſenſe nor Fortune hath any part in it. I can publiſh it without 
ſhame, and conſerve it without blame, and loving you as if you were my brother, I do not 
ſee that you have reaſon to complain. I know well nevertheleſs that you are not ſatisfied ;, 
but what would you have me do, if love be a paſſion, whereof I am not capable ? and if 
marriage hath always paſs'd with me for a captivity,which is to be avoyded as much as poſſibly 
may be ? I-proteſt unto you by the holy Prephet, whom we worſhip, that if I could be touch- 
'ed with this paſſion, it ſhould be doubtleſs for you; never having had that inclination for 
any one as I have for you, But let not thiFimpoſſibility, I pray you, of my being in love, 
diſquiet you, ſince the friendſhip, which I promiſe you, is'incomparably more excellent, and - 
more perfect. And to teſtifie unto you, that I do all thatI can, if you have not powet enough 
to contain your ſelf from deſiring to marry me, I do permit you to uſe the beſt means you can 
to pet the Sophs and Soliman to conſent unto it ; which being obtained, I do here engage my 
word to you no longer to oppoſe your defires. Behold, nj Lord, all that I had to fay to 
you; and neveg;hope for any more from me ; for Axiamira's vertue can have no further in- 
dulgence for your paſſion. 
Moſt vertuous Princeſs, replyed G:anper caſting himſelf at her feet, What occaſions do 
you. give me all at once, both of grief, atd of ſatisfaQtion ! with one hand you draw me out 
of danger, and with the other you put me to death. You cannot anſwer my wages and yet 
you love me more than all the world beſide ; who ever ſaw an adventure equal to mine ? my 


Miſtreſs refuſes me her love, but in ſuch a manner, as I am not 'permitted to have the comfort 
to term her cruel and unpitifull ; but contrarily, I muſt give her thanksfor the wrong ſhe does 
' me, and muſt admire in her the vertue which oppoſes my love. Granger in ſaying thus, look- 


ed oft Axiamira with ſo much grief, as made me pity him. And whereas the Princeſſes good- 
neſs hath always allowed me a great deal of freedom with her, I took ſo much upon 

to intermeddle in their diſcourſe ; ſo that addrefling my ſelf to the Prince, The ſho, 
my Lord, faid I unto him, which hath been given you, ſhould inſpire you me-thinks, - 
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other tho , than thoſe whichI perceive you have. Ah! my Princeſs, ſaid he unto me, 
- (forhe had always called me ſo, ever after we had put that trick upon him) that which the 
goodneſs of Axiamira grants, Fortune refuſes me ; interpoſing ſuch obſtacles as are not eaſie 
to be vanquiſhed : And in the ſtate wherein things are, there needs a ſupernatural power to 
change my evil deſtiny, unleſs you will help me to perſwade Axiamira , that ſhe will permit 
me to marry her; for being then no longer in a condition to be Deliment 's wife, or Sol:man's 
Miſtreſs, the knowledge thereof would peradventure make their weapons fall out of their 


hands. How ! ſaid Axiamira mightily ſurpriſed, have the Soph and Soliman any intereſts ! 


to be decided between them ? Is it known thatI am in your hands ? and may I beſo unhappy 
as to be the cauſe of the deſolation of my Countrey? Gizanger was very ſorry that, he had 
ſaid ſo. much before he was aware ; but ſeeing the matter paſt remedy, and that likewiſe this 
Wear could not be always concealed from Ax:amira, he recounted unto her, that a little after 
her ſhipwrack the War began between the Soph; and Soliman, without any other apparent 
cauſethereof known, than that he had been told how you alone had made him undertake it : 
—_ the Sophi's ſubjects had contributed ſome pretext thereunto by the os of hoſtility 
which they; had committed in Comazera ; and then he acquainted her with the victories 
which youſ had obtained againſt the Sophi, and the conquelts which you had made ; He 


vowed unto her, that neither he, nor his brother had contributed any thing to this War ; - 


that it had been concluded, before they were advertiſed of it ; that not having a more pow- 
erfull Confident about the Grand Srgnior than you, they could not oppoſe this deſign, 
whereof you had been the principal cauſe; and that all they could do , had been to find out 
Pretexts not to be preſent in it. In fine, Granger told her all things, —_ what regarded U- 
lawa, of whom he ſpake not at all : and by that which we could judge of it," he carried him: 
ſelf in that ſort, becauſe being ignorant of the affection which Vl” bore me , and believing 
that he would be glad to return into his Countrey , if he met with an occaſion for it; he ima- 
gined that the Princeſs, who had often ſpoken to him of Vlma's zeal and fidelity, would 
quickly give him intelligence of her being there , and then that V/ama to ſce his Native Soil 
again , and to be well received there, would perſwade the Princeſs to.return thither. And it 
may be alſo, as all Lovers are ſuſpicious. that he had ſurmiſed by Axiamira's diſcourſe, which 
he had interpreted amiſs, how V/ama was in love witther ; at leaſtwiſe I could not conceive 
a better reafon for it; howſoever he never acquainted her with any thing concerning 
him. 
I will not tell you, my Lord, in what aſtoniſhment the Pringeſs was to hear of the deſula- 
tion of her Countrey , by a Prince, whoſe Son had ſo much obliged her, and whom ſhe could 
not with reaſon hate. Howbeit ſhe was ſo juſt, as ro agcuſe none but Selrman, and Fortune 
for her miſeries, It is not.enough then, ſaid ſhe weepin$, that Se/:man cauſed me to be carri- 
edaway by force; but that he muſt alſo waſte our Empire. And it was not enough, that the 
War ſhould have an unjuſt beginning, but that I muit too be found on the enemies party, 
and in ſuch amanner, asTam not ſo muchas to deſire to get from it. And my misfortune 1s 
** ſuch, as Icannot make vows for the Sophi, but I mult make them likewiſe for De.«ment , 


who fights for him, though I have ſuch cauſe to hate him ; nor make vows againit Soliwan,” 


without offending Mu/tapha and Gianger, In fine, my Lord, ſaid ſhe, turning her ſelf to the 
Prince, fince I am in ſuch a condition, asI am not able to make wiſhes without injuſtice, I 
mult reſolve to put my ſelf into ſuch a condition, as I may no longer be able to deſire an 
thing, if it be true, that death is powerfull enough to deliver me from ſo many miſeries. Su 
were in this encounter Aniawiraes ex preſſions ; and as for me, I confeſs too with confuſion, that 
the Princes diſcourſe gaverme an unquietneſs, which was particular to me. | 
For having had no news of U/ama, fince the time that he departed from the Court , I 
could not he what he had -— during ſo great a diſorder ; this thought troubled me fo 
much, as I could not forbear dEmanding of Gianger, whether he knew not what was become 


of Vilama? And whereas I was affraid, leaſt the Princeſs ſhould condemn me for thinking of | 


Ulama, rather than comforting her , I looked on her at the very fame inſtant , which, as I 
think, confirmgd G:anger the more inthe opinion, that I have told you, 1 believed he had. For 
after he had conſidered me, and then the Princeſs, he told me, that this War having muck 


afflited him , he knew 'not very well what had paſſed in it. But to abridge my diſcourſe, 


Munſtapha and Sarraida were called in, as well to comfort the Princeſs, as to adviſe on that 
which they wereto do. And when as Gian had requeſted the Princeſs, ſhe would permit 
him to tell Axftapha what ſhe had granted him, ſhe anſwered him, that never doing or 1ay- 


ing any thing, which ſhe would have to be concealed , he might acquaint him with all that-he ' 


_ As Toon as Muftapha appeared, (he advanced towards him, And will you, my Lord, 
ſhe unto him, beſo generous, as not to hate a perſon, who weeps for the victories of Se- 
liman ? and who ſheds tears when ſhe ſees the bounds of an Empire, which is.deſtinied to 
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. you inlarged? Madam, anſwered courteous Mnftapha, itis not for me toask of you, whe- 


ther you will be ſo juit, as not to confound the innocent with the guilty , and alſo to indure 
- the ſight of a man, who is the ſon of a Prince, that is an enemy to the Soph; your Father ? 


but know, that if with my bloud I could faye that of. your ſubjets, both to dry up your 
llingly, 


tears, and thoſe of Granger, whom Ilove more than my life, I would ſhed it moſt 
for your and his ſake. But ſeeing this remedy can nu way avail your griefs, receive the word 
which now I give you, to omit nothing that lies in my power, which may conduce to the 
happy terminating of this War : And in the eltate wherein things are, I hold it more cafie 
to. make a peace, than if Sol:man's arms had been leſs proſperous, and the Soph:'s loſſes fewer; 
becauſe ordinarily the Victorious Party pretends to no other glory, thari that of making an ad- 
vantageous peace; and the weaker out of the fear of lofing all, conſents eafily to yield to 
ſomething for the conſervation of the reſt. AuFapha's diſcourſe being finiſhed, they advi- 
ſed all together, afterthey had well examined things, how they might belt effect their deſign ; 
and the two Princes reſolved to confide abſolutely in you. To which end they choſe out an 
old Officer of Giangers, whom they ſent to Corſtantinople , with order to tell you the truth 
= of all things. But'by ill fortutie, you were gone away before , upon a ſecret expedition, 
wherein Soliman had imployed you, although it was but four or five dayes after the Triumph, 
which was celebrated for him at your return from Perſia, In the mean time, to facilitate 
»things on all ſides, they believed it would not be amiſs for Axiamira to write once more to 
ſome one of her ancient friends, and that by this Letter , he, to whom ſhe ſhould addreſs her 
ſelf, ſhould be obliged to acquaint the Sophs that ſhe was living ; and that he ſhould alſo 
dextrouſly inform himſelf, whether by a marriage of her with a Son of Solimans, a peace 
ight not be propounded, The Princeſs ſaid hereupon, that ſhe would never make this pro- 
fition ; but 1\u/taphaanſwered her, how it would ſuffice, if (ſhe did only write a letter, that 

did make known ſhe was living ; and that did likewiſe aſſure, how the letter, which he 

yould write, was of a perſon conſiderable and powerfull enough,-to treat of an Aﬀair of this 

95k Princeſs, after ſhe had thought a little on it, wrote to the Governour of S/rania,who 
had been always very much affected to her ; and by this letter ſhe conjured him to work the 

Sophi to a peace -all that ever he coull But before the p—_— of her being alive, and 

making the Propoſition , which he ſhould find in the letter, he ſhould ſend her his qpinion, 

and acquaint' her in what terms Del:ment ſtood with the Sophi, whom ſhe denoted unto 
him, without naming him : ſhe moreover afſured hirfh, that the Letter then written unto him, 
came from a perſon, who was able to perform all that he would undertake ; and he that car- 
ried it, had order to name him, even Muſtapha. The Princes choſe a man for this voyage, 
who. had lived a long time in Perfia, and that —— Language and cuſtoms of it, 
could eaſily get ts Slrania, when once he had-put on the halt of the Countrey. This Gover- 
nour, having with extream joy learnt that the Princeſs was living, and tranſported more by zeal 

than diſcretion, went ; without doing ought that the Princeſs had injoYfied him, to Prince A/- 
| bamed, who had been ſet at liberty, as well as my Father, when as nothing could be proved a- 

gaihſt them. For 1 forgot 1o tell you, how they had been made priſoners, out of an opinion con- 
.ceived , that they had cauſed us to be carried away. This man, I ſay, tranſported with an incon- 

_ fiderate zeal,went to Prince Mahamed,and reading the Princeſſes Letter to him, together with 
that from 1u#apha, they concluded together, that this Propoſition would but exaſperate 
things, knowing very well that Deliment would never conſent to a peace, which put Axia- 
mira into the power of another, and therefore that it would but inflame the War the more, 
Inſtead of extinguiſhing it. - 

- On the other fide, Prince Mahamed, who was not ignorant how much averſe the Princeſs 
had ever been from Marriage, could not believe, but that the conſent which ſhe ſeemed to give 
to Muftapha's Propoſition, was wholly againit her inclination : fo that thinking to ſerve her, 
.and conſidering withall, that if ſhe became the wife of one of Solimar's ſons, he ſhould loſe 
_her for ever, and me too, becauſe he knew well that I would never abandon her, and that V- 
lama having changed his party , there was nothing leftin the Court of Perſig, which could 
Induce me to return thither ; he believed, I ſay, that he was to labour the Princeſſes bringing 

back again, by deceiving her : And for that purf6ſe , having gained one of the Sophz's Secre-

ſible but that yuu ſhould be acquainted with them fince your return, + 

Ibrahim ſeeing thar Felixana attended his anſwer, requeited her once again, after he had 
craved permiſſion of the Princeſs for it, to continue recounting unto him all that ſhe knew 
concerning the two Princes adventures ; and not to fear ſpeaking freely of thatters, where.

She ſpake no longer to So/imarn of any thing but. the merit, valour, and 
ſpirit of 24#ſtapha. And to arrive unto the mark which ſhe had propounded to her ſelf, ſhe 
cauſed R«Farn through his wiles to oblige all the S__— of the Province of Amaſia,where- 
of Muſtapha was Governour-General, all thoſe which commanded men of War under him, 
and ſome of them of the places adjoyning, to write greatly in the praiſe of 24u/?apha to this 
wicked man ; principally of his liberalgy, of his courtefie, and of the affection which every

and in generoſity. Neither was there eyer Prince ſo generaliy beloved, unleſs Prince Gianger . 


his Brother might be compared unto him, who though he were the younger, yet left he nutto 
be graced with the ſame quallities, which were ſo eminently ſeen in the other, 

But I am carried away, my Lord, in commending theſe two infortunate Princes , without 
_thinking, how you knew them, not better, but longer than I, Wherefore I will return unto 
my diſcourſe ,: to let you underitand, that all theſe Letters being come to Ruſtan's hands, he 
gave them to Roxelana; who with a feigned ſincerity, and apparent joy in her face, ſhew- 
ed them all to Solimatty*as it were rejoycing to ſee him have ſo worthy a ſucceſſour. The 
Sultan took delight, not onely in reading the praiſes which were given to his ſon, but alſo 
in obſerving the affection which Rexelana ſeemed to bear him. So that this wicked woman, 


judging how all that ſhe could ſay would no longer be ſuſpected, one day, when as ſhe 


ſhewed one of theſe Letters to Soliman which commended the Prince ; My Lord, faid ſhe 
unto him, ( as good Achmar recounted it unto us, who underſtood all theſe particularities 
from Soliman's own mouth) may I dare give thee one mark of my love, in giving thee one 
of my fear ? All that proceeds from ſo noble a cauſe , anſwered the S/rar, cannot be but 
very agreeable unto me. I mult then, continued ſhe, tell thee a thought which is come into 
my mind, in hearing the continual praiſes, which thou daily receiveſt, . to the' glory of Mu 
ſtapha. It is not, my Lord, becauſe I bear him any envy; for Heaven is my witneſs, if Ido 
not love: him better than mine own children, whoml ſcarcely love ; but becaufe. they are 
thine. But, my Lord, if the glory of A{uf#:pha be dear unta me, thine is yet dearer.. And 
- I remember upon this occaſion, how the Emperour Selim thy Father uſed the ſame ſleight to- 
wards thy Grandfather Bajazet ; acquiring with time ſuch a credit amongſt the Souldiers and 
. people; asinthe end he found himſelf powerfull enough. to diſpoſſeſs him of his Empire. 1t 
1s not becauſe I do not ſee well enough that the ſame thing is not like to- arrive, for our holy

+ Seliman hearing all theſe things, knowing the fidelity of him that ſent him this Letter, ſee- 
ing Tachmas ſeal tot ; and coming tb conlider, that Muſtaphs had with addreſs: declined 
the War of Perſia, he no longer doubted but that he was guilty; albeit Axiamira's ſhip- 
wrack perplexed him, and kept him from comprehending this pretended marriage. His ten- 


- derneſs of this Prince made him nevertheleſs ſeek in his heart, how he might favorably inter- 


ret the accuſations, which were brought againſt hisinnocence, But the conjeures were 


ſoſtrong, and Roxelana's perſwaſions ſo powerfull, as fatherly affetion gave place to reaſon 


of Starr. He would fain have put this affair into the deliberation of his privy Councel,but 
in regard you werenot at the Port, he knew nat whom to rely on.

Aid as for me, ſaid 1 to the Princefs, never trouble your' ſelf, Heaven, which hath iinfpired 
me with this deſign, knows how to'preſerve'me, if Tbe worthy of proteCtion ; ifnor, I 
hall ſtil) dye with joy, if I dyefor the'ſaving of ſo many excellent” perfons. Ah, Felixana'? 
faid the Princeſs unto me, I will not be faved with the loſs of you ; and "if your-zeal carties 


"you to this reſolution, reaſon will not"let me cofiſent unto it. You have promiſed it me, 


Madam, ſaid I interrupting her ; and Icannot think that'a great Princeſs will ever break het 
word. And then agdin! donot ſeethat my lofs is undoubted ; for howſoever, continned 1, 
Soleman cannot accuſe me but fora little while receiving the honors, (which were rendred' to 
ne as tothe Princeſs of Perſia, though1 were not ſhee ; but thereunto Iam to ſay, that to be

* But that confidetation, joyhied tothe extream affetion'which he'carried to his brother,

before us. . Wearrivedat the Emperours CampAa day later then we thought we ſhould, 
becauſe the Chariot, wherinI was,being broken, took up ſo much time to re-accommodare it, 
And you willknow, my Lord,by the ſequel of my diſcourſe,how it is not without cauſe that 
I have noted this unto you. We wereno ſooner lighted at a Tent, which had been prepared 
for us; but Prince M«fapha,who thought he ſhould have condiiCted me to Soliman,received 
an Order to attend his Commandements there,and to remit me.into the hands of a Baſſz, who 
was to preſent me to his Highneſs. I confeſs that this proceeding amazed me, and that I be- 
gan to be in fear for the Prince. At the very ſame inſtant hereceived ſundry advices, that his 
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-ruine was reſolved and certain. if he did not repel force with force : the Chieftains of the Ar- 


my, and the Aga of the Fanizaries gave him to underſtand, that if he would they would re- 
bel, and not only ſave his life, but ſet the Crown upon his head.To all this he anſwered no- 
thing, ſave that he might well be unhappy, but he could never be guilty ; that he had rather 
dye with injuſtice, than reign unjuſtly ; and 5 fire that their zeal going too far for the 
love of him,he could not recompence them better for it, than in keeping them from offend- 
ing. | 
- for me, when I went out of his Tent with tears in my eyes, he: requeſted me, that 
at my coming before So/imanl ſhould obtain of him, that hemight in perſon juitifie himſelf 
of the accuſations that were brought againſt his innocency ; and that he woulg be ſo good as 
not to condemn him without hearing him, 1 promiſed him all that he defirgd of me, without 
ſcarcely knowing what1 did, ſo much was my mind troubled,throtgh the fear I was in, thit 
my deſign would not ſacceed.

feet, and humbly befought him to hear me, I will hear no lying,anſwered he. My Lord, 
replyed 1, it is not to keep thy Highneſs from puniſhingit, that I beg the favor of thee to be 
heard. butto keep thee from confounding the innocent with the guilty ; for x fine, my Lord, 
I amfaulty, and ufapha is abſolutely innocent.

| Tleave you to imagine inwhat a caſe this Prince was when he beheld Ruſtar at Mnſta- 
-pbs's Palace gate, followed by ſo great a number of armed men, . The firſt thing he did, was 
to go with ſpeed to Axiamira's lodging, either to endeavor the ſaving of her,or to dye.in her 
Gekence, But this thought of affection was that, which cauſed her to be raken the more eaſi- 
ly; for Ruffar had no ſooner marked the way which G5anger took, but leaving one part of 
his forces atthe gate, he followed the Prince in haſt with the other, even to Axiamira's cham- 
ber, whereintoheentred by force with him. Judge,illuſtrious Baſſa,what became of the Prin- 
ceſs when ſhe ſaw Ruſtan, whom ſhe preſently knew.

He'faw his brorher accuſed ,and'in danger forthe 1ove of 
him, his fiſter-in-law inpriſon;and his Miſtreſs in the hands of his father and his Rival,and of 
a Prince that was both the Lover and the Enemy of Axiamira. He equatty feared the hatred 
and the love of So/imen;" and there was hot any ofallthe paſſions, of whoſe effects he was not 
afraid in'thisgrievousencounter; As indeed they reigned one after another in the ſoul of So. 
liman ; and never was the heart'of a min tormented with ſuch ſtrangetncertainty, as good 
Achmat told'us afterwards. Fatherly love inſpired him ſometimes with clemency and pity, 
then ſuddenly the loveof Axiamira, accompanied with jealouſic,brought fary,hatred;anger, 
anderuelry into his heart, When he regarded me nr his ſon, he fought to excuſe him; 
butas ſoon as he conſidered him-as tiis Rival, he reſolved he ſhould periſh': Reaſon of State 
forniſtied him with means for that, heſaw him black'all over with crimes ; he had a fecrer 
commerce with the Enemiesof the Empire; he ha# treated with Tachmas about his- marri. 


age; hehad retained his daughter iMhis hands; and for 's laſtfault,hehad been ſo dartng as! | 


to putacounterfeit pon him. All theſe things nevettheleſs,though very ftrong/agaiiilt 3

The generous Achmat did his uttermoſt endeavor to oppoſe it; herepreſented to So/;mun 
the affeQtion which he had always born to thar Prince; the brave things he' had done 3' the 
rarequalities that were in him; thelirtlelikelyhood there was, that he would blemiſh ſo fair 
a life with fo dereſtable a Treaſon ; that uredly there was ſomething concealed 'in this uffair 
which could not becomprehended ; thar ar theleaft it was to be wellexamined, and not con- 
demn the lawful Succeflor of the Empire without hearing his Excuſes or Reaſons ;'that he 
ſhould'be obliged to condemn himſelf bythe acknowledgment of his crime ; and that far from 
- Judging him, without hearing his Juſtifications, he held that itſtood with the greatgeſs and 
:2*Boodneſs of his Highneſs, ſuppoſe he were guilty ,to pardon him his favlt,fo ashe'confeſſedit 
with repentance; and 57 fine, thatin remembring he was a King, heſtiould not forgethe wiz 
4futher.' Tt was with ſuch like Reaſans, that Achmuar ſought to movethe heart of Soli man;

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fear leſt being acquainted with this lamentable news by another , he ſhould tak®fome itrauge 
reſolution. ' In the mean time the report of this death being ſpread over the Camp, a the Fe- 
5 arte eine i to. Muſtapba's Tent, where finding him dead, they rendred him all 
the teſtimonies of grief, 
Commanders did the like; there were nothing but cries and lamentations ; ſome threw 


hens hpon his body, and embracing him wet him with their tears ; others ſaid aloud, 


that they mult revenge his death, tear out Ruſtan's heart , remove Soliman from his Throne, 
50 and burn Roxelanainher Seraglio, anddeclare ma Are ſon Emperour, though he was 
but a child. Some again leſs violent and ſeditious, threw down their arms, made a vow never 
to bear any, and having thereof framedas it werea Trophy, which they ereQed to the virtue 
of this Prince, they layd his body upon it, and abode round about it weeping the loſs they had 
ſuſtained. Never was there a more general conſternation ſeen; all the ſouldiers continued four 
and twenty hours without eating : and if the prudence of Achmar -had not ſhewed it ſelf in this 
occaſion, Soliman's Throne had been overturned, and his perſon in danger. As for us, we 
heard indeed a great noiſe, but it was impoſſible for us to comprehend what it might be ; and 
they whom R«{#ar had left to guard us were ſo faithfull unto him, .as they would not clear it 
unto us. We imagined with our ſelves, that peradventure Prince G:anger , having made one 
part of the ſouldiers to riſe, endeavoured to deliver Aſrſtapha, to the end he might come after- 
wards and deliver us alſo ; and in this cftate we were between fear and hope. In the mean 
while R«ſtar was gone back to Seliman , who ſeeing him enter alone, demanded of him what 
Muſtapha ſaid of his clemency. My Lord, anſwered he mightily ſurprized, Aſuſtapha is no 
longer in a condition ever to ſay any thing to thy Highneſs that may diſpleaſe thee. Ah ! in- 
fortunate that I am, and moſt baſe as thou art, continued Soliman, how readily haſt thou obey- 


ed me ina wicked action ? He asked him then whether he had not ſeen Achmatr ; and having 


underſtood that he arrived not till after the death of the Prince, he ſhewed ſuch exceſſive grief 
2s the like was never ſeen. Ruſftan amazed at ſo ſudden a change, would have repreſcnted 
unto him, how much this death afſurcd the quiet of his Empire; but the Sultan, exceedingly 
_ with choller, chaſed him from his preſence, and forbad him fur ever appearing before 

m again. 

In the mean time So/i:marn not knowing whom to make his moan to about his crime and 
his misfortune, commanded Achmar to be ſent for again to him, He was-ſought for , and 
found with Prince G:anger, much buficd in moderating the violence of his grief, for he had ac 
quainted him with the death of his brother. Theſe two Princes had alwayes loved fo dearly 
—; as never was there a more perfect anddiſ-intereſſed amity than theirs ; ſo that it is 

te to imagine the deſpair G:arger was in, when he knew not onely that his brother was dead 
of a violent death ; but that which touched his heart more nearly, that he dyed for his ſake, 
without being culpable of any thing , but of too much loving him. Ah !my Lord, that I could 
repeat unto you all that this afflicted Prince ſaid in fo lamentable an adventure ! but you will 
fee but too well the reſentment he had of it, by one onely action of his, without my inſiſting 
on the relation of his diſcourſe unto you. * 

Felixana obſerving that Axiamira and Ibrahim had their cheeks all bedewed with 
tears, as well as ſhe, told them that it was not time yet to ſhed them all ; for, Madam , ſaid 
| ſheto the Princeſs, you know thatT have that ſtill reſting to deliver , which is not unworthy 


of your ſorrow, and which without doubt will poſſeſs this illuſtrious Baa with pity and \ 


grief. Whereupon ſhe held her peace to wipe her eyes, and to give them leiſure alſo to do 
as much; and when her ſighs and theirs had had all the liberty could be required for them, 
and that a ſad and heavy filence had renewed their attention, ſhe proceeded in this ſort; 
Achmat having received the Swltar's command for his repair to him, thought it was fit for 
him to obey : He left Prince Gianger then inthe Guard of five or ſix of his followers, with 
order carefully to obſerve him, and not to leave fimout of their fight. In going from his 
Tent to the Grend S:ignior's he diſcerned the beginning» of a-tumylt amongſt the Souldiers, he 
heard not onely their Iamentations and their cries, but alſo the propoſitions which they made, 
againt Ruan, and even againſt the Emperour himſelf : So- that being come to him”, and 
prraving by his tears and diſcourſe his true repentance for his violences, he repreſented ynti 
im, how it was requiſite for his ſafety., aff for the good of the Empire, that he ſhould 

unto all his ſouldiers the ſorrow he was inthe death of 11n#apha ; That he conld not do 
it better, than in taking care to preſerve that which had been dear to him in his hfe-time ; to 
which effect he was to give a place of retreat to Sarraida, have a good regard of Axiamra, 
and labour to appeaſe the grief of Gianger ,* who. was come with them, to the Camp, and 
whoſe affliftion was ſo great, as it was capable of putting him into deſpair. . 

Soliman not knowing what to do in; this occaſion, retained Achmar with him, and ſent 


to offer Granger, by the Aga of the Fanizaries, all Mnſtapha's Governments. But this ex: - 
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cellent Prince, abhorring the. enriching of himſelf with-the ſpoyls'of a brother, whowas dead 
for the Jove; of him, generouſly refuſed them: deminding-no other 'portion'of Solimajn, ſaid 
| he, than the ſame ſtring, wherewith his brother 'wasſtrangled; At the ſane inſtant the Sl- 
fan was advertiſed, hoy the Soldiers, who knew not-that-Sarraida'was in' Ruftan'g: Tent, 
thruſt on by the. fury that. maſtered them, were goihg to-ſer-it onfire;>"'$o that to hinder this 
miſchief, Soliman ſent. Achmar to let the Soldiers underitand, how Sarraida was in that Tent, 
and that in ſeeking to revenge 'Aſnuſtapha, they were upon the-point of burning his' wife 
nd his ſon, But to take from them an-objec; which mightexaſperate their grief, '/Achmat 
held it” convenient, not to leave Axiamtra,, Sarraida, or: Auftapha's:'fon any. longer in the 
amp ; ſo that. having drawn Solimarto like of it;. and kept the Soldiers from offering ariy 
violence to the place where we were, he came to .Axiamira to afſure her from Solrman, 
* the ſhould bq entreated by himmvith the reſpect which was duets her condition; ' arid 
hatin attending till they might adviſe; what was fit-to-be-done therein, he defired her' ſhe 
would be-pleaſed to ſuffer her ſelf to be conducted to: Conſtantinople,” As for Sarraida; he 
told her with tears in his eyes, that the'Grand Signion permitted her to chuſe a retreat, in 
what place of his Empire ſhe would; ; aſſuring her, +thathe would have'ag much care of pro- 
Qing her, as he had had, violence in the perſon of 24nu#apha. Sarraidas no longer doubt- 
ing of the death of her husband after this diſcourſe, and 4xiamira being but too well affured _ 
of it as. well as ſhe, they botli of them ſaid things, that were ſtronger than the conſtancy of 
Achmat. He wept with theſe two great Princeſſes, and recounting to them the miatter as it 
had paſt, excuſing Se/iman as much as he.could, he made them comprehend that Ruftan was 
the cauſe of all this miſchief. - | | 
. Inthe mean time Axiamre, in the midſt of her affliction, demanded news of Gianget ;'and 
after ſhe had been aſſured that he lived, and that the Grand Signior had none but good thoughts 
for.him,.ſhe craved pardon of the infortunate $2rraida for having been the cauſe of hermiſe-' 
ries; and made this diſcourſe with ſa much tenderneſs and grief, as Sarraida her ſelf was

could not be heard ; beſides, oy that conducted us, took ſuch care to get us ſpeedily out of 
the Camp, as I believe if they had heard what ſhe ſaid,they would not have obeyed her ; ſo that 
we went away in this manner, without more particularly knowing the death of this miſerable 


Prince : having not learnt all that I have recounted unto you, and all that I ſhall tell you here- 


after, till we came hither, where the us Achmat imparted it unto us. . 

It is caſie, my Lord, to comprehend, what the grief of Axiamira was ; That great and gene 
rous Soul, which never fainted under her own misfortunes, found it ſelf then too weak, to ſu 
port thoſe of inother. For though loye had no place in her heart, amity, compaſſion, and the

To go about to alter any thing in the Govern- 
ment of the Repabligue, in a time wherin we are, isan enterprize attended with fo many 
difficulties, and expgſed to ſo evident a peril,as I cannot force my mind to figure it unto me 
certain and facile; as one would perfwade you. For 5n fine, you will pretend either to make 


vufe of ſtrangers, or to hold intelligence with our Citizens ; of the former I ſee no likely- 


hood for it; but ſuppoſe it were poſhble, at leaſt-wife the matter could not be carryed with 
fuch ſpeed and ſo ſecretly, but rhe City Dor1a, or the Emperour, would have notice of it, 
Traly, for your ilFfortune, is at this preſent in fo great a trouble, as everyones eyes are © 
upon his neighbors affairs: And Gerona it ſelf, by reaſon of its ſcituation on the brink of the 
fea, is guarded as the key of that Srare. The Dutchy of Alan, which hath beenalong 
time, both a prey and place of battel ro the fortune of the Imperial and French Armies, 
makes Ceſar regard Genoxs, as the only defence, and ſole rampart, which covers his power 
in 7raly,  _ | 
Doria alſo ſerves the Emperor with twenty Gallies, but a great deal more with the 
good-will of the Citizens,who beleive they are obtiged unto him : Befides this, all the Coaſt 
of the River of Genoua, eſpecially towards the Levante, is abſolutely at his devotion. The 
City, that is ſti mach troubled with the Tyranny of the Dake of Afilan, and Government 
of the French, deteſts the very name of forreigu dominion. You may indeed with ſmall for- 
ces diſcover your intention, but not arrive at your end.Itis ſo much the more grievous, that 
enterprizes ofthis nature are not favorably judged of, but by their happy ſucceſs, and that is 
it which I do,notſee you canobtain. For from what part hope you for great Troops ? The 
King of France, on whoſe proteCGtion you rely, hath not fo little to do, in regard of His pre- 
tentions to the Kingdom of Naptes, and Dutchy: of Af:lan, but if he had even a mind to 
make ſome new ſtirr in _—_—_— he could comme and fuccor you with all his forces, which are 
employed for the ſafety-ofhisfrontires. But fiy that he, or any'other Prince, ſhould under- 
take it; could you believe thet 'the Emperot,: who for his own' intereft takes that of Cenond 
upon him, would not oppoſe them with forces, if not greater, at leaft-wiſe equal to thoſe 
which you ſhonld draw to your aſſiſtance ? And that being ſo, you would ſee your deſigns 
but ill aſſured, fince they would ſtill depend on the loſs or gat of « battel, whoſe event is al- 
ways doubtful: but on which fide foever the victory doth fall,you are till to follow the plea- 
ſure of the conqueror, nothing being left Ybu thatis certain, but the ſhame of having depri- 
ved your Couittry of her Liberty,for to ſubmitit to a ſtranger.

Sometimes he teſtified with interrupted ſpeechs 
that he ſuffered in the miſeries of the popular families ; ſometimes he ſeemed to tell them that 
the matter was not palt remedy, and that they might avaſe the pride of the Nobles, if their 
hearts did not fail them; ſometimes alſo with a bitter ſcoff he exhorted them to ſervitude ;

above all things, he aggravated the injuſtice of the Government, when by chance any acci- 
deat fell out, thardifpleafed the popular families, But ifhe were agreeable to them,he had 
rendred himſelfno leſs pleaſing to the common people, by ſuch means as he had carefully 
uſed for it. He moſtreadily ſaluted fome, he ſmiled upon others as he met them, he was 
nificent in his apparel, gentle and courteous to every one , and that which advanced his 
gr more,was, as you know as well as I, that he was wonderful handſom, and of an ex- 
eeding jovial humor; that the air of his face was ſweet and agreeable; and his carriage ſo.

cavſsthe young Count of Lavagni was conſpiring ſbme great matter. 
Andrea received this advice, without grounding' any thing thereupon ; for he was ſo 
ſtrongly perſwaded of the Connt's affection to wp nh Þ oro aflured,by the tranquil- 
lity which healways faw in his face, thathe had no bad detign in hand, as this diſcourſe made 
no kindof imprefſion in his mind; andtoconfirm himin his incredulity, the Count entred acy 
cidentaly into Andrea's chamber,whenasthe Ambaſſador and he were ſpeaking of this affgir ;
